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Pelham crowd airs problems 
with lounge, Chandalar floods

It began with a parking problem. 

But as Monday night’s Pelham Council meeting progressed, some 
of the crowd at city hall came up with other grievances against B.J.’s 
Lounge. 

Complaints ranged from customers parking in front of other 
businesses, to using profanity, littering and drun} driving. 

A few members of the audience were there for another reason. They 
voiced concerns over the recurring problem of flooding at the Chan- 
dalar South townhouses. 

The bottom line indicated in both issues ended up being the same -- 
someone could lose their life. 

In the case of B.J.’s, Fran Driver, owner of several neighboring 
businesses, complained that customers at the lounge took up parking 
spaces where her customers should be parking. 

Both she and lounge owner Jim Ryan addressed the council as did 
their attorneys. 

After some heated exchanges between individuals on both sides, 
Mayor Burk Dunaway suggested the business owners step into an ad- 
joining room and try and iron out their differences. 

The outcome of their discussion was a request by Driver’s attorney, 
Fred Pickard, that the council pass an ordinance making it a misde- 
meanor to park on another person’s property. 

Council members voted unanimously to consult the city attorney on 
the legalities of adopting such an ordinance. 

Before the business owners left the room to settle their differences, 
councilman Ken Maynard lashed out at dangers he said were con- 
nected with the lounge. 

Maynard said he sat outside the lounge Saturday night, watching 
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people drive away drunk, even going down the wrong side of the 
highway. 

He also reported that cars in the lounge driveway would have kept 
any emergency vehicle from getting in had one been needed. 

‘*Are we going to wait for someone to be killed before we take ac- 
tion?’’ he asked. 

Maynard also made the point that it is the city’s responsibility — not 
Ryan’s -- to enforce traffic laws. 

When the council finally approved Ryan’s liquor license several 
months ago after refusing to grant it the first time, the lounge owner 
assured them he would provide additional parking spaces. 

He told the council Monday that the contractor had not been able to 
get to the job but said the work probably would be done within three 
to four weeks. 


Asking the council for help with the flooding problem in Chandalar 
South, Cynthia Austin suggested that the creek be cleaned out. 

The council agreed to let city engineer Paul Yeager study the situa- 
tion and bring a cost estimate to the next meeting. 

However, after already having surveyed the area, the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers told the city that such an undertaking would be 
cost prohibitive. ; 

Councilman Ray Hamilton compared the project to putting a band- 
aid On an artery. 

The federal money provided through ‘‘Operation Buy Out”’ -- 
which would allow homeowners to sell or move their home -- was 
mentioned as some form of relief, but Austin said no one in the area 
qualified for it.

Residence.’’ 

Price said that both current 
and future health department cer- 
tified indigents referred to SMC 
will now actually receive ‘‘better 
care’ at East End. 

The contract price SMC will 
pay East End has not been 
finalized. 

**Ail we had was a midwifery 
program (for indigents),’’ said 
Price. ‘‘Physicians only came in 
if the nurses got into trouble.’’ 

He explained that after receiv- 
ing 32 weeks public prenatal care 


at the county health department, 
indigent babies were delivered at 
SMC by nurse midwives who 
were under the supervision of 
physicians, 


At East End, he said the babies 
will be delivered by ‘‘board cer- 
tified gynecologist and family 
residence physicians.”’ 

Except for emergency prenatal, 
postpartum and _ gynecological 
services the Shelby County 
hospital will no longer provide 
any obstetrics services. 

Paying expectant mothers

Schools seek piece of budget

Shelby County’s education budget last year totaled $26.7 million. 
With the exception of major capital outlay expenditures, the board 
managed to provide most of last year’s listed budget requests. 

On May 29 it was time for board members to sharpen their pencils 
again and make another list of items that school representatives felt 
should be included in the 1984-85 school budget. 

Eighteen people made requests this year compared to 22 at last 
year’s hearing. 

The need for additional classrooms this year was a request the 
board heard over and over again during the afternoon of hearings. 

Citing the home construction going on in Calera -- meaning an in- 
crease in school enrollment -- trustee Roy Hadaway stressed that the 
upcoming school year is crucial for the city’s schools. 

‘*If we’re going to stem the tide, action needs to be taken now. We 
must insist that a share of the revenue be spent in our end of the coun- 
ty,”’ he said. 

But from another section of the county, the story was the same. 
Michael Brooks from Riverchase told the board that facilities are also 
inadequate there. 

Mentioning that even now one class has to meet in a hall closet, he 
asked, ‘‘Where are we going to put new classes? 

Inverness trustee Sam Wilson said that the county’s newest school is 
already feeling the space crunch with an influx of new students. 

Wilson also brought up the matter of a library aide -- which means 
the difference between maintaining accreditation or losing it. 

At the present time, local funds are used to pay the salary of a 
library aide. But Wilson said he didn’t see why the school had to take 
up a collection to pay the salary of a person required for accreditation. 

Those sentiments were echoed by Valley Elementary trustee Kathy 
Mikas who said the school has to have fund raisers every year to pay 
the salary of a person needed for accreditation. 

Vincent Elementary and Wilsonville also cited the need for addi- 
tional help in the library. Vincent faculty chairperson Donna Thorn- 
ton said that every weakness in a ten-year self study for accreditation 
had been corrected, except for the parttime library aide. 

Wilsonville Principal Rosemary Liveoak requested a fulltime 
librarian as well as a fulltime secretary-bookkeeper. 

Besides needing extra classrooms, Helena trustee chairperson Susan 
Bagley also stressed the urgency of expanding the lunchroom. 

The present cafeteria only holds 90 students, which means that 
lunch begins at 10:30 and continues until 12:45. 

If two more classes were added -- which could well be the case with 
all the new home construction in progress -- lunch could continue until 
the end of the school day, Bagley said. 

She proposed expanding the Helena school and cafeteria to ac- 
comodate some of the students who now attend overcrowded Thomp- 
son Elementary. 

Columbiana Middle School is another school with an inadequate 
cafeteria. Trustee Don Armstrong asked the board for funds to 
enlarge that room and also the administrative offices. 

He also repeated a request the board has heard before -- for a new 
band room at Shelby County High. 

At Thompson, trustees and the administration are still pushing for a 
new high school. 

THS Principal Allen Fulton asked that the budget provide funds for 
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the purchase of 40 acres of land on which to build a new school at 


some future date.

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Principal situation on review

ID badges proposed for 


With campuses increasing in 
size in the county school system, 
it’s not always possible to know 
the identiy of everyone who 
comes and goes.

they did want to know about 
their request for a principal solely 
for the elementary grades.

Fluoridation gathers support

When the City of Pelham holds its mayoral election on July 10, 
residents will be asked more than who their next mayor should be. 
They also will be asked their opinion on fluoridation -- the addition 
of fluoride -- to their city’s drinking water. Fluoride is one of the 
substances found in many toothpastes for the prevention of tooth 


decay. 


According to Pelham dentist Ann B. O’Rear, Pelham and Alabaster 
are the only municipalities in the Birmingham area that don’t already 
have fluoride in their drinking water. 

“Every once in a while we get calls, ‘‘do you have fluoride and if 
not why?,’’ said Mayor Burk Dunaway. He explained that was the 
reason he recently brought the matter up befroe the city. 

The result of that move was a unanimous vote by council members 
to find out what the people of Pelham think. 

If the July question draws a positive response, Dunaway said it will 
then be up to the city council to see what can be done. 

“‘All we want now is to find out is if the majority of the people want

fluoride or not,’”” Dunaway said, He said he had no idea how expen- 
sive the project would be or even if it is a financial possibility. 

If fluoride is added to Pelham’s water, it will be done under the 
strict control of the state health department, Dunaway said. ‘‘They 
will tell us how and how much,” he said. 

To see what the people of Pelham think about fluoridation, the 
Reporter conducted its own random survey Friday morning. 

“Seems fine to me. I would think it would be good and I couldn’t 
see where it would hurt,”’ said Jackie Lemley. ‘‘I would think it would 
be better for their teeth,’’ she added in reference to her two children 
ages 11 and 15 months. 

“I don’t know, to tell you the truth. I guess it could be good,’’ said 
an unsure Bennie Ramey. 

‘*It’s fine with me. I think it is a good idea,’’ said Karen Sumerlin, 
the most positive respondent. ‘‘I think it would probably help prevent 
cavities and tooth decay. 

‘‘We’ve always used flouridated toothpaste and my family has 
never had a problem with cavities,’’ she said. ‘‘My daughter is now 15 
years old and she’s only had four cavities in her life.’’ 

Becky Thacker said fluoridation wouldn’t bother her. 

‘*] think Pelham is one of the few places that doesn’t have it,’’ she 
said. ‘‘It would keep me from having to give fluoride drops to my four 
children.’’ 

Pelham dentist O’Rear had more good words for fluoride. 

“Tf a child drinks water with fluoride added while it’s teeth are 
developing, studies show that it prevents tooth decay by 60 percent,” 
she said. 

She also pointed out that personal use of fluoride drops can general- 
ly be discontinued when fluoride is added to the drinking water. 

While fluoride cannot be incorporated into the teeth, O’Rear said it 
can help harden soft spots and help prevent tooth sensitivity in adults. 

O’Rear said that she and another Pelham dentist, Dr. Russell 
Turner, have been trying to find out how to get fluoride added to 
Pelham’s water for a long time. 

‘I’m glad to see its being put before the public and I’m pleased to 
see that it is still a live issue,’’ she said. 


Vincent 
renovates 


its city hall 


The Vincent City Council had 
been talking for some time about 
making improvements to their ci- 
ty hall. 

This year council members 
decided the time had come to put 
words into action. 

‘*You can talk about 
something forever, and nothing 
gets done,’’ pointed out coun- 
cilwoman Vestula Thompson. 

So the renovation which began 
two months ago is now nearing 
completition. And just as soon as 
it is, the council plans to hold an 
open house to show off the new 
facilities. 

Instead of meeting in the front 
office area, the council now has a 
conference room in the rear of 
the’ building that was formerly 
occuppied by the jail. 

And Police Chief George 
Humprhires’ office is now larger 
than it used to be, thanks to the 
renovation.

About that pay raise 
that slipped through... 


About that new deputy pay scale... 

First, let us say that we’re glad to see 
the county is finally out from under the 
law that binds our deputies’ pay with 
that of the state troopers. 

Let bygones be bygones, but good 


riddance. 
Secondly, we don’t have much trou- 


ble with the fact that the pay scale will 
give the deputies a 5% raise. Tied to the 
state, they’d probably get an 11% raise, 
and we wouldn’t want their job even 
for that much money. 

It does bother us a little, however, 
that about a year-and-half ago, the 
deputies received an 11% raise -- via the 
state tiein -- and we feel that if anyone 
is next in line for raises, it should be the 
other county employees who have gone 
without one for three years. 

BUT... what really bothers us about 
the whole pay scale matter is that no 
one on the county commission claims 
that he was aware that the pay raise was 
built into the new scale. 

Some law enforcement people we 
spoke with last week seem to think it’s 
funny the raise slipped -- as it were -- 
right past the commission. But we 
don’t. 

In fact, it scares us, Questions arise 
that leave us uneasy: 

Who’s running this county, anyway? 

Does anybody know where it’s go- 
ing? 

Is this anyone’s idea of responsible 
representation? 

Have other important matters slip- 
ped through in the past? 

Granted, the deputies’ new pay scale 
was set by the county law enforcement 

personnel board, and granted, there ap- 
parently isn’t much if anything the 
commission could have done about it. 

This, however, strikes us as being not 
much better a setup than the county 
having to fork over whatever raises the 


To an extent, we find ourselves in 
agreement with commissioners Leon 
Archer and Harold Davenport (after 
repeated attempts, we were unable to 


contact Jake Morris), and commission 


chairman Tommy Snowden, who all 
said they think the personnel board 
should have pointed out the raise 
established in the new scale because, 
after all, the county would be required 
to come up with something in the 
neighborhood of an extra $53,000 in 
October. 

We've learned, however, that in 
situations such as this, people don’t 
always offer such information without 
a direct question. 

We had hoped that our elected of- 
ficials would already know this. Now 
we hope they have learned a lesson. 

Davenport said he didn’t check the 
figures in the new pay figures because 
commissioner John Ames had been 
representing the county at the meetings 
of the personnel board where the scale 
was worked out. 

“I feel like if John did know, he 
should have been the one to mention 
it,’ Davenport said.’ 

‘*] did not know exactly what the 
basis for the numbers wa nes said. 
‘I did not go back myself and com- 
pare. Perhaps, if the law enforcement 
board had to be perfectly clear, they 
should have said that (the scale contain- 
ed the raise), but they are fiercely in- 
dependent.’’ 

Said Teddy Brasher, chariman of the 
personnel board: ‘‘Not one county 
commissioner has rung my number. 
The probate judge has not called me. If 
they want to keep arguing, set it back to 
the troopers’ scale.’’ 

No, we don’t have nearly as many 
problems with what happened last week 
at the commission meeting, as we do 
with how it happened.

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Meddling harms foreign policy 


Letter to the Editor: 

Our Foreign Policy, to be 
meaningful, must reflect not only 
the nation’s needs and aspira- 

_ tions, but must take into account 
the requirements and desires of 
our friends and foes. 

Unless a policy is understood 
and supported by the citizenry, it 
is a shell and will collapse from 
its own weight. If the policy is not 
designed with a view to its impact 
on other nations, it cannot be ef- 
fective and may well do more 
harm than good. 

Successful politicians are ex- 
pert at furthering and giving ex- 
pression to the desires of their 
constituents, and this insight con- 
tributes a vital ingredient in the 
formulation of policies. They are 
not, as arule, equally qualified to 
judge the impact of the policy on 
other people at home or abroad. 

Moreover, our Congressmen 
are elected from four hundred 
and thirty-five different districts, 
plus the fifty states represented 
by our Senators. This great diver- 
sity of interest forces com- 
promises at every level, rightly 
leaving the President at the only 
principal elected by all the peo- 
ple, the final formulator and 
spokesman for the policy. 


The collection and digestion of 
relevant information from 
foreign countries is delegated to 
the thousands of Executive 
Branch employees assigned to 
foreign affairs work. These are 
the experts who serve abroad or 
otherwise spend their careers stu- 
dying the facts, developments 
and nuances amoung the billions 
of people beyond our shores. 


The relevant facts and 
judgments are encampsulated 
and fed echelon by echelon into 
the White House and ultimately 
to the President. This channel is 
the essential correlary to the 
domestic political channel the 
President shares with the Con- 
gress. 

As Truman said, the buck 
stops with the President, who 
must select the policies in the best 
interest of the nation, considering 
both the domestic political and 
the digested foreign input. 

At this point, everyone has had 
a chance to have a say. But there 
are those who want more than 
consideration of their arguments 
-- they demand acceptance of 
their views. Some, including 
members of Congress, are ar- 
rogant enough to try to under- 


mine policies that have gone 
through the entire process -- by 
exposure of confidential 
material, through controversial 
interviews at home or even 
abroad, in stalling supporting 
Congressional action, etc. 

At best, consideration and ex- 
ecution of foreign policy is a sen- 
sitive matter, requiring the ut- 
most discretion in how it is 
developed and carried out. Han- 
dicapping restrictions or threats, 
partisan criticism, indiscreet 
revelations or meddling, even 
superficial heckling from the 
sidelines can undermine and even 
destroy the best efforts to place 
any policy into effect. 

This political year seems to 
have brought forth examples of 
all these patterns of interference, 
as for example, the handicapping 
of Presidential efforts to bring 
peace on reasonable terms to 
Lebanon and to Central 
America. 

Too many cooks will spoil the 
broth - especially when they insist 
on adding ingredients at the point 
of serving.

session to pass a bill which would slow down if 
not halt the hundreds of co-employee suits be- 
ing filed against business and industry.

A roadside rabies clinic for 
dogs and cats in Shelby County 
drew response from over 250 pet 
owners between May 16 and May 
30. 

But according to Indian Spr- 
ings Animal Clinic veterinarian 
Robert S. Gaddis, Jr., who 
traveled the county with his part- 
ner veterinarian Lance W. Hill, 
the turnout was not overly im- 
pressive. 

“It has not been real good,”’ 
Gaddis said when the Reporter 
caught up with him at the Shelby 
Church of God, Wednesday. 


“‘We could see yards of dogs 
not being vaccinated,’’ added his 
assistant Penny Davis. 

Gaddis and Hill had covered 35 
different locations by Wednesday 
and by Saturday, June 2 they 
were expecting to hit nine more. 

Gaddis said the clinics were be- 
ing held because state law re- 
quires that all cats and dogs 
beyond the age of three months 
be vaccinated every 12 months. 

The clinics, he said, were also 
an opportunity for pet owners 
avoid a $25 fine which they can 
be stuck with for not having their 
pets vaccinated. 

Hill and Gaddis, respectively 
the county rabies inspector and 
assistant, are not giving up on the 
cause. Gaddis said that he and 
Hill will probably repeat the ser- 
vice by mid summer.

About that pay raise 
that slipped through... 


About that new deputy pay scale... 

First, let us say that we’re glad to see 
the county is finally out from under the 
law that binds our deputies’ pay with 
that of the state troopers. 

Let bygones be bygones, but good 


riddance. 
Secondly, we don’t have much trou- 


ble with the fact that the pay scale will 
give the deputies a 5% raise. Tied to the 
state, they’d probably get an 11% raise, 
and we wouldn’t want their job even 
for that much money. 

It does bother us a little, however, 
that about a year-and-half ago, the 
deputies received an 11% raise -- via the 
state tiein -- and we feel that if anyone 
is next in line for raises, it should be the 
other county employees who have gone 
without one for three years. 

BUT... what really bothers us about 
the whole pay scale matter is that no 
one on the county commission claims 
that he was aware that the pay raise was 
built into the new scale. 

Some law enforcement people we 
spoke with last week seem to think it’s 
funny the raise slipped -- as it were -- 
right past the commission. But we 
don’t. 

In fact, it scares us. Questions arise 
that leave us uneasy: 

Who’s running this county, anyway? 

Does anybody know where it’s go- 
ing? 

Is this anyone’s idea of responsible 
representation? 

Have other important matters slip- 
ped through in the past? 

Granted, the deputies’ new pay scale 
was set by the county law enforcement 

personnel board, and granted, there ap- 
parently isn’t much if anything the 
commission could have done about it. 

This, however, strikes us as being not 
much better a setup than the county 
having to fork over whatever raises the 
state mandates. 


To an extent, we find ourselves in 
agreement with commissioners Leon 
Archer and Harold Davenport (after 
repeated attempts, we were unable to 


contact Jake Morris), and commission 


chairman Tommy Snowden, who all 
said they think the personnel board 
should have pointed out the raise 
established in the new scale because, 
after all, the county would be required 
to come up with something in the 
neighborhood of an extra $53,000 in 
October. 

We’ve learned, however, that in 
situations such as this, people don’t 
always offer such information without 
a direct question. 

We had hoped that our elected of- 
ficials would already know this. Now 
we hope they have learned a lesson. 

Davenport said he didn’t check the 
figures in the new pay figures because 
commissioner John Ames had been 
representing the county at the meetings 
of the personnel board where the scale 
was worked out. 

‘TI feel like if John did know, he 
should have been the one to mention 
it,’’ Davenport said.’ 

‘*} did not know exactly what the 
basis for the numbers wa nes said, 
‘| did not go back myself and com- 
pare. Perhaps, if the law enforcement 
board had to be perfectly clear, they 
should have said that (the scale contain- 
ed the raise), but they are fiercely in- 
dependent.”’ 

Said Teddy Brasher, chariman of the 
personnel board: ‘‘Not one county 
commissioner has rung my number. 
The probate judge has not called me. If 
they want to keep arguing, set it back to 
the troopers’ scale.”’ 

No, we don’t have nearly as many 
problems with what happened last week 
at the commission meeting, as we do 
with how it happened. 

There’s a lesson in all this. And we 
feel it’s one that voters will remember.

Meddling harms foreign policy 


Letter to the Editor: 

Our Foreign Policy, to be 
meaningful, must reflect not only 
the nation’s needs and aspira- 

_ tions, but must take into account 
the requirements and desires of 
our friends and foes. 

Unless a policy is understood 
and supported by the citizenry, it 
is a shell and will collapse from 
its own weight. If the policy is not 
designed with a view to its impact 
on other nations, it cannot be ef- 
fective and may well do more 
harm than good. 

Successful politicians are ex- 
pert at furthering and giving ex- 
pression to the desires of their 
constituents, and this insight con- 
tributes a vital ingredient in the 
formulation of policies. They are 
not, as a rule, equally qualified to 
judge the impact of the policy on 
other people at home or abroad. 

Moreover, our Congressmen 
are elected from four hundred 
and thirty-five different districts, 
plus the fifty states represented 
by our Senators. This great diver- 
sity of interest forces com- 
promises at every level, rightly 
leaving the President at the only 
principal elected by all the peo- 
ple, the final formulator and 
spokesman for the policy. 


The collection and digestion of 
relevant information from 
foreign countries is delegated to 
the thousands of Executive 
Branch employees assigned to 
foreign affairs work. These are 
the experts who serve abroad or 
otherwise spend their careers stu- 
dying the facts, developments 
and nuances amoung the billions 
of people beyond our shores. 


The relevant facts and 
judgments are encampsulated 
and fed echelon by echelon into 
the White House and ultimately 
to the President. This channel is 
the essential correlary to the 
domestic political channel the 
President shares with the Con- 
gress. 

As Truman said, the buck 
stops with the President, who 
must select the policies in the best 
interest of the nation, considering 
both the domestic political and 
the digested foreign input. 

At this point, everyone has had 
a chance to have a say. But there 
are those who want more than 
consideration of their arguments 
-- they demand acceptance of 
their views. Some, including 
members of Congress, are ar- 
rogant enough to try to under- 


mine policies that have gone 
through the entire process -- by 
exposure of confidential 
material, through controversial 
interviews at home or even 
abroad, in stalling supporting 
Congressional action, etc. 

At best, consideration and ex- 
ecution of foreign policy is a sen- 
sitive matter, requiring the ut- 
most discretion in how it is 
developed and carried out. Han- 
dicapping restrictions or threats, 
partisan criticism, indiscreet 
revelations or meddling, even 
superficial heckling from the 
sidelines can undermine and even 
destroy the best efforts to place 
any policy into effect. 

This political year seems to 
have brought forth examples of 
all these patterns of interference, 
as for example, the handicapping 
of Presidential efforts to bring 
peace on reasonable terms to 
Lebanon and to Central 
America. 

Too many cooks will spoil the 
broth - especially when they insist 
on adding ingredients at the point 
of serving.

George Lamb: upward bound

George Lamb, 35, makes his home just off Columbiana’s Egg 
and Butter Road. He makes his living loading and unloading 
trucks for Moore Handley in Pelham. 

But he does not plan to do manual labor for the rest of his life. 
In fact, a special veterans program is helping him to turn a life of 
Start and stop education and hard manual labor to one that is 
“upward bound.”’ 

Back when he was in the Air Force, stationed at a base in 
Michigan, Lamb injured his back in a snowmobile accident. The 
vehicle jumped a hill, threw him off and sent him sliding some 
20 feet. 

Because of the back pain that injury caused and the aggrava- 
tion his back has suffered from series of manual labor jobs 
since, Lamb decided recently that a college education was the 
only sure route to relief. 

**It will be worth it to me. I need to make it better on myself. 
Working with a hurt back, I couldn’t keep on doing manual 
labor,’’ he said. 

Lamb’s dream of a real college education and a better career 
in which to earn his wages, got a good boost last month when he 
completed college preparatory classes at the Shelby County Area 
Vocational Center in Columbiana. 

The courses came about as part of his G.I. benefits from serv- 
ing in the Air Force and a federally funded program for veterans 
called ‘‘Upward Bound.”’ 

Any veteran has ten years from the date he is discharged from 
the service to take advantage of the program. Not only can he or 
she get their GED certificate (high school egivalancy dipolma) 
but as in the case of George Lamb, they can prepare themselves 
for college. 

Lamb now plans to attend either the University of Alabama or 
Bessemer State Technical College to become either an X-ray lab 
technician or a draftsman. 

**T wanted to refresh myself and get myself back in school,”’ 
he explained. ‘‘While I was in Florida, I wasn’t able to make any 
headway’.”’ 

Florida was a period in Lamb’s life where an incomplete 
education left him doing janitorial work for five years. 


That’s the kind of thing his back can’t take anymore -- and the 
kind of work he hopes further education will help him leave 
behind. 

Education has been something Lamb sought for a long time 
before the ‘‘Upward Bound”’ program gave him a helping hand. 

Lamb went to the Shelby County Training School in 1966. 
While attending N.F. Nunnelley State Technical College in

Childersburg from 1969-1970, he worked as a welder for Colum- 
biana’s Hackney Corproration. 

Still trying to improve his education, he went to Selma Univer- 
sity from 1970-1971 and worked at Bush Hog Corproation. 

He later joined the Air Force in 1974 where he trained as a 
security policeman and crossed trained as a fuel expert. 

After his discharge from the Air Force, Lamb went to Florida 
where he worked as a janitor. From there he went to meat cut- 
ting school in Pelham before he learned about the veteran’s 
“‘Upward Bound”’ program. 

He found out about the program through the State Job Ser- 
vice. 

From now, until he gets enrolled in college, Lamb is biding his 
time by working for Moore Handley’s shipping department. 

Lamb said he always wanted to continue his education but do-

George Lamb: upward bound 


by Fred Guarino 

George Lamb, 35, makes his home just off Columbiana’s Egg 
and Butter Road. He makes his living loading and unloading 
trucks for Moore Handley in Pelham. 

But he does not plan to do manual labor for the rest of his life. 
In fact, a special veterans program is helping him to turn a life of 
start and stop education and hard manual labor to one that is 
“upward bound,’’ 

Back when he was in the Air Force, stationed at a base in 
Michigan, Lamb injured his back in a snowmobile accident. The 
vehicle jumped a hill, threw him off and sent him sliding some 
20 feet. 

Because of the back pain that injury caused and the aggrava- 
tion his back has suffered from series of manual labor jobs 
since, Lamb decided recently that a college education was the 
only sure route to relief. 

‘It will be worth it to me. I need to make it better on myself. 
Working with a hurt back, I couldn’t keep on doing manual 
labor,’’ he said. 

Lamb’s dream of a real college education and a better career 
in which to earn his wages, got a good boost last month when he 
completed college preparatory classes at the Shelby County Area 
Vocational Center in Columbiana. 

The courses came about as part of his G.I. benefits from serv- 
ing in the Air Force and a federally funded program for veterans 
called ‘‘Upward Bound.”’ 

Any veteran has ten years from the date he is discharged from 
the service to take advantage of the program. Not only can he or 
she get their GED certificate (high school eqivalancy dipolma) 
but as in the case of George Lamb, they can prepare themselves 
for college. 

Lamb now plans to attend either the University of Alabama or 
Bessemer State Technical College to become either an X-ray lab 
technician or a draftsman. 

“*T wanted to refresh myself and get myself back in school,”’ 
he explained. ‘‘While I was in Florida, I wasn’t able to make any 
headway’.”’ 

Florida was a period in Lamb’s life where an incomplete 
education left him doing janitorial work for five years. 


That’s the kind of thing his back can’t take anymore -- and the 
kind of work he hopes further education will help him leave 
behind. 

Education has been something Lamb sought for a long time 
before the ‘‘Upward Bound”’ program gave him a helping hand. 

Lamb went to the Shelby County Training School in 1966. 
While attending N.F. Nunnelley State Technical Colleve in

Childersburg from 1969-1970, he worked as a welder for Colum- 
biana’s Hackney Corproration. 

Still trying to improve his education, he went to Selma Univer- 
sity from 1970-1971 and worked at Bush Hog Corproation. 

He later joined the Air Force in 1974 where he trained as a 
security policeman and crossed trained as a fuel expert. 

After his discharge from the Air Force, Lamb went to Florida 
where he worked as a janitor. From there he went to meat cut- 
ting school in Pelham before he learned about the veteran’s 
“‘Upward Bound’’ program. 

He found out about the program through the State Job Ser- 
vice. 

From now, until he gets enrolled in college, Lamb is biding his 
time by working for Moore Handley’s shipping department. 

Lamb said he always wanted to continue his education but do-

Most of the time, however, 
Daniel’s thoughts center on com- 
puters and programming, which 
he is good at that -- so good, in 
fact, that he recently won first 
place in the elementary division 
of a statewide contest. 

The competitive event was the 
1984 State Microcomputer Fair, 
sponsored by the Alabama Coun- 
cil for Computer Education. 


Since Daniel is fascinated by 
anything involving space, his en- 
try in the competition was a space 
quiz which included sound and 
animated graphics.

Shelby Medical Center closed 
its obstetrics department on June 
1 because of reported financial 
losses. To cover its indigent 
delivery obligations, SMC 
secured a verbal agreement with 
East End Hospital, also in Birm- 
ingham. 


However, because that ar- 
rangement fell through late last 
Tuesday afternoon, Martin could 
not say how long the Cooper 
Green arrangement will last. 

‘You never know,”’ he said. 
‘“We can’t garantee anything un- 
til we get it in writing.’ 

Martin said SMC is seeking to

hospital by later this week, but he 
could not say who that contract 
would be with.

He said the arrangement will 
only last while his hospital pro- 
ceeds with contract negotiations 
with SMC. 

‘*We are interested in business 
that would be above costs,’’ 
Rohde said. 


He said the SMC agreement 
will end if Shelby County’s 
hospital negotiates with another 
hospital for permanent indigent 
obstetrics or if it stops payment 
for indigent deliveries.

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Meters needed 
in Wilsonville

Flat water rates of $8.50 per month may become a thing of the past 
for Wilsonville residents. 

According to Mayor Sherrel B. McClure, water meters are not re- 
quired in Wilsonville. However, according to the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Energy Management (ADEM) -- which regulates such things 
-- the meters are required, 

ADEM engineer Keith Lowery said that without the metered water 
service, Wilsonville is in violation of state water management regula- 
tions. 

Lowery said last week that he is sending a letter to the town which 
explains the need for meters. ADEM is now giving town officials 15 
days to explain what action it is taking to install them. 

Presently, water service inside Wilsonville’s corporate limits is not 
metered, but service to residents outside the town limits is measured. 

What that means is that town dwellers could conceivably use 
thousands of gallons of water, yet still pay only the flat $8.50 per 
month, 

At least several residents in Wilsonville said that they have heard 
that ADEM is requiring water meters there, and that the town is in 
violation of water management regulations. 

McClure says that isn’t so. 

‘‘We haven’t got any information we have to have meters,’’ Mc- 
Clure said last Thursday. ‘‘Why would a town have to have meters?” 
*‘We haven’t been told we have to have meters period,’’ he said. 

The mayor said he received a copy of a letter sent to the developer 
of a subdivision in the town, which showed that the development com- 
pany has an agreement with the county health department to install: 
water meters, 

‘But that had nothing to do with the town,’” McClure insisted, 

McClure said that he had only received suggestions from ADEM inj 
the past that water meters be installed, He said last week that he had 
never been told the town was in violation of water management 
regulations. 

Lowery disagreed. 

He said a September 1983 water system inspection in Wilsonville by 
ADEM revealed that only 47 of 550 water customers have metered ser- 
vice. 

“*He (Mayor McClure) got a letter telling the reason for meters and 
how they might be installed at a rate of 25 to 50 per month,’’ Lowery 
said. ‘‘We said the matter should be discussed by the town council and 
corrected,”’ 

The ADEM engineer said that letter was sent out in October, 

**In February, we received a request for approval of Homestead 
subdivision,’”” Lowery added. ‘‘We said the only way that could be ap- 
proved through the county health department would be if all lots were 
metered and we said that money collected should be used for setting 
up meters for the entire Wilsonville system.”’ 

Lowery said McClure was sent a copy of that letter. 

**It’s got to be done,”’ he insisted. 

Lowery said the letters have not specifically said that Wilsonville’s 
water system is in violation of regulations, ‘‘but anybody who could 
read would know.”’ 

Quoting from a letter Lowery said ADEM mailed to McClure, he 
read, in part: 

**I was shocked to find out that only 47 of these customers were 
metered... You should install 25 to 50 meters per month until the en- 
tire system is metered... The matter concerning the meters should be 
discussed and corrective action taken as quickly as possible.’’ 

He said the letter explained in detail why meters were needed. 

Lowery said Thursday that he was writing McClure a letter advising 
him that Wilsonville’s water system ‘‘is in violation’ of water 


management regulations. mail ‘ 
The engineer further noted that the current system of metering in Spaiy 
Wilsonville shows inequities in the payments made by water customers iene! 


inside and outside the town. 


‘Through the citizens’ involve- 
ment and the cooperation of 
council members, board 
members and committee 
members, I feel that we can coor- 
dinate our efforts with the right 
leadership as we step toward our 
goals of prosperity in 
Montevallo.”’

Forest plan irks conservationists 


Conservationists are upset 
about a proposed forest manage- 
ment plan for Oak Mountain 
State Park, 

The primary goal of the pro- 
posed plan is to create a reported 
‘treasure forest status,’’ for the 
park. But members of the Birm- 
ingham Audubon Society say the 
emphasis of the plan seems to be 
on timber management. 


Opponents and proponents 
will both have a chance to speak 
out at a public hearing on the 
issue which will be held Thurs- 
day, June 14, at the park. 

‘‘We are opposed,’’ said 
Audubon member Kay Kinnear, 
“to any timbering for revenue in 


the state park system.’’ 

Harris M. ‘‘Bub’’ Gordon of 
Columbiana, who owns 
timberlands which are already 
under the ‘‘treasure forest’ 
designation, said he was not sure 
of what value that status would 
be to the park. 

The individual landowner sets 
out his requirements and gets 
professional advice on how to 
achieve those goals, Gordon said. 

He said that multiple use 
management of the iand provides 
for game, aesthetics, protecting 
the environment and income. 
“You get the whole thing,’’ he 
said. 

But the park, he noted, would 
have different requirements than 
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an individual landowner. 
Members of the Audubon 
Society are opposed to at least 
three asspects of the proposal: 
the harvesting timber for profit; 


prescribed burning of more than 
half the park acreage over a three 
year period; clear cutting 15 foot 
swaths for fire lanes over the 
park’s 15 miles of trails. 


Gordon goes along with all 
those practices to ‘‘protect the 
forest from fire and insects.’’ 


Regarding the proposal to 
harvest a tract of timber in 1993 
for sale to a commercial business, 
assistant park superintendent 
Talmadge Butler said that if 
money were the aim of the pro- 


posal, ‘‘we’d be looking at clear 
cutting right now.”’ 

Butler noted that the park has 
been strapped financially for the 
past two years. 

‘“‘We’re trying to establish 
something to keep the park here 
for a long time,’’ Butler insisted.

Red Cross disaster plan 
outlines assistance 


by Bert Seaman 

If you had to evacuate your home tomorrow, 
would you know where to go or what to do? 

Many people wouldn’t. 

For the residents of Pelham, that’s where Deb- 
bie Blackwelder comes in. She has worked out a 
disaster action program for the city which can be 
plugged in to handle any type of emergency. 

‘*We got serious last fall about working out a 
program,’’ reported PFD Chief Bill Bryars, ‘‘and 
asked Debbie to put one together.’’ 

The program is based on Red Cross disaster 
assistance guidelines adapted for Shelby County 
by Col. J. Claude Smith, who serves as the 
Disaster Assistance Chairman for the county. 

Smith presented the plan to all the county fire 
chiefs and urged them to use it as a basis for a put- 
ting together a program of their own to use in 
times of emergency. 


What the program does, Blackwelder explained, 
is to draw the Red Cross and fire department 
together in a cooperative effort. 

Besides the location of shelters and the evacua- 
tion routes, the detailed list of information 
Blackwelder compiled for Pelham includes the 
business numbers of places where fuel and other 
essential supplies can be secured. The plan can 
be used whether the emergency is a flood or tor- 
nado, a train derailment or explosion. 

Designated shelters in Pelham at the present 
time are located at the high school and Valley 
Elementary School. Blackwelder is looking for ad- 
ditional sites. 

Although fire department personnel are the 
nucleus of the disaster action team, a corp of 
volunteers are needed as well. 

At the shelter, a basic staff consists of a 
manager, a registered nurse, LPN or someone 


trained in First Aid, a person to register those 
coming in and two helpers for general assistance. 

Another important link in the plan is the food 
committee, which is made up of people who 
prepare and deliver food to the shelters. 

Elderly or retired people who wanted to help in 
some way could render a valuable service in that 
capacity, Blackwelder said, 

Taking into account every aspect of the 
evacuees’ welfare, Blackwelder’s plan even pro- 
vides places where pets can be taken if owners are 
worried about their safety, since animals are not 
allowed in the shelters. 

As the person in charge of Pelham’s Disaster 
Action Committee, Blackwelder is on call 24 
hours a day, 

When bad weather warnings are given on televi- 
sion, she activates her team. 

In order to prepare volunteers to work in 
emergency situations, the Red Cross is planning to 
bring a training program to the county. 

Instruction will be given in mass feeding techni- 
que, shelter management, family servicing and the 
assessment of damages. 

(Anyone interested in taking the training, 
should call the local Red Cross chapter in 
Alabaster, 663-4290. If any city wants to know 
more about the program Blackwelder prepared for 
Pelham, she will come and present it. She may be 
reached throught the Pelham Fire Department.) 

Another program of interest to those concerned 
with emergency preparedness is scheduled for 7 
p.m., July 10. 

Television weatherman James Spann and a 
representative of the National Weather Service 
will speak on the severe weather conditions ex- 
pected in the next three years. 

The program is to be held at Pelham City Hall 
and will include a film and slides.

K-C celebrates 35 years 


Kimberly-Clark Corporation celebrated the 
35th anniversary of its paper mill near 
Childersburg. Many Shelby Countians were 
among the 5,500 people who toured the plant and 
shared in the weekend celebration. 

One cause for the local enthusiasm might be 
that some 300 Shelby Countians are among 2,000 
people directly employed by the plant. 

Kimberly-Clark information officer Bill Hix 
reports that other individuals who do business 
with the paper mill, could up this county’s par- 
ticipation to 1,000 people. 

Hix said Shelby Countians account for $7.5 
million of the paper mill’s annual payroll, which 
pumps $270 millon a year into the economy. 

The paper mill, actually located at Coosa Pines, 
produces 600,000 tons of newsprint per year and a 
total of $500 million has been spent in Alabama to 
create the huge operation. 

Thirty-five years ago the Coosa Pines Mill -- 
then an investment of $32 million -- produced 
180,000 ton of newsprint. At that time, the ma- 
jority ownership of the plant was held by 
newspaper publishers. 

“Kimberly-Clark was a part owner and was 


responsible for management and operation of the 
mill,’’ Hix explained. 

Other reasons for the enthusiasm many Shelby 
Countians hold for K-C is tied to the pine seedling 
nursery it operates south of Harpersville, the 
woodyard at Wilton, and the wood processing mill 
at Westover. 

The Coosa Pines Mill makes nesprint and 
groundwood printing paper. Two pulp machines 
also produce bleached pulp which is sold to other 
Kimberly-Clark units for the manufacture of 
feminine and infant care products. 

Among Shelby Countians on hand for the 
public open house were K-C employees J.C. Rasco 
of Columbiana, Jane Cobb of Harpersville, Lane 
Morris of Harpersville and Dennis Howard of 
Westover. 

Rasco has nearly 35 years with the plant and is a 
crew leader in service operations. Cobb has work- 
ed there for 17 years and is involved in production 
planning.

Alabama Scene

There have been more than a few “do 
nothing”’ sessions of the Alabama Legislature, 
but the one that just ended may have won the 
gold medal. Never have the taxpayers spent so 
much (at least $600,000) and got so little. 

At the time he issued the special session call, 
Gov. Wallace had hinted that his legislation to 
curtail the outpouring of co-employee suits was 
acceptable to all of the warring factions. It 
wasn’t acceptable to any of them. Later 
Wallace admitted that he had hoped that by 
calling the lawmakers into session and dumping 
the problem in their lap that something good 
would come from it. He should have known 
better than that. 

The bill never had a chance in the Senate, 
where the Alabama trial lawyers have such 
strength. Perhaps more damaging than the 
defeat of the bill was the message its defeat sent 
to industrial prospects throughout the nation. 
Alabama is the only state in the nation which 
has such a lack of restrictions on co-employee 
Suits, and this fact will not go unnoticed when 
business/industry begin to look to the Sunbelt 
for plant sites. 

This point was made indelibly clear by 
Joseph A. Georges, president of International 
Paper Co., a firm which has hundreds of 
millions of dollars invested in Alabama. He 
flew to Montgomery to make a personal plea in 
support of the bill, but his plea fell on deaf ears 
in the Senate.

K-C celebrates 35 years 


Kimberly-Clark Corporation celebrated the 
35th anniversary of its paper mill near 
Childersburg. Many Shelby Countians were 
among the 5,500 people who toured the plant and 
shared in the weekend celebration. 

One cause for the local enthusiasm might be 
that some 300 Shelby Countians are among 2,000 
people directly employed by the plant. 

Kimberly-Clark information officer Bill Hix 
reports that other individuals who do business 
with the paper mill, could up this county’s par- 
ticipation to 1,000 people. 

Hix said Shelby Countians account for $7.5 
million of the paper mill’s annual payroll, which 
pumps $270 millon a year into the economy. 

The paper mill, actually located at Coosa Pines, 
produces 600,000 tons of newsprint per year and a 
total of $500 million has been spent in Alabama to 
create the huge operation. 

Thirty-five years ago the Coosa Pines Mill -- 
then an investment of $32 million -- produced 
180,000 ton of newsprint. At that time, the ma- 
jority ownership of the plant was held by 
newspaper publishers. 

‘*Kimberly-Clark was a part owner and was 


responsible for management and operation of the 
mill,’’ Hix explained. 

Other reasons for the enthusiasm many Shelby 
Countians hold for K-C is tied to the pine seedling 
nursery it operates south of Harpersville, the 
woodyard at Wilton, and the wood processing mill 
at Westover. 

The Coosa Pines Mill makes nesprint and 
groundwood printing paper. Two pulp machines 
also produce bleached pulp which is sold to other 
Kimberly-Clark units for the manufacture of 
feminine and infant care products. 

Among Shelby Countians on hand for the 
public open house were K-C employees J.C. Rasco 
of Columbiana, Jane Cobb of Harpersville, Lane 
Morris of Harpersville and Dennis Howard of 
Westover. 

Rasco has nearly 35 years with the plant and is a 
crew leader in service operations. Cobb has work- 
ed there for 17 years and is involved in production 
planning. 

Morris has 13 years with the plant and works in 
paper mill departments. Howard, a relative 
newcomer, has two months service with the mill 
and is involved in production services.

Oh, the skeptics! The disbelievers! Ye of little faith! 

REGRESSIVE CONFESSION: But who am I to talk? What about 
ME of little faith? 

When I first announced plans to plant a garden this spring and eat 
like a veggie fiend all summer, some of my friends laughed. In fact, I 
laughed as loudly as any of them because I knew -- or thought I knew 
-- what kind of luck I’d have growing things. I mean I’ve been kicked 
out of greenhouses before because things wilted as I walked past. (It 
wasn’t my deodorant, either.) 

In the way of another confession, I might as well say that I do not 
get out and work my veggie patch everyday. With the way my job’s 
been going lately, I can’t honestly say I work the garden even two or 
three times a week. Fact of the matter is, since the other week when I 
“‘planted’’ the rubber Boa Constrictor to ward off evil wabbits 
(which, by the way, appears to be working), I’d hardly seen the garden 
other than to note that the beans and squash had made flower blooms. 

Finally, one evening last week, Diane and I walked out to the 
garden to answer the popular question generally put to Mary, Mary, 
Quite Contrary. All things considered, I was tickled to see that 
somehow our veggies had managed to stay a step or two ahead of the 
weeds and nut grass. 

““Wow!”’ Diane exclaimed, stooping to pluck off a six-inch long, fat 
greenbean. ‘‘There’s bunches of these under the leaves!’ 

Not only that, but there were yellow crooknecks under the giant 
spreading leaves of the squash plants. The spinach, which was starting 
to seed, had apparently been ready to pick for several weeks. It was 
high time to get to work on eating some of the stuff, and we gladly 
turned to the task at hand. 


I learned something that evening and the next evening at supper. 
The only things in the world that taste better than fresh vegetables, are 
fresh vegetables that you grow yourself. 

FURTHER CONFESSIONS: Despite our tasty success earlier in the 
week, come Friday morning -- the day I usually try to spend at home 
‘‘regressing’’ on my column -- I found myself shying away from the 
study and my typewriter. The quasi-technical term for this 
phenomenon is called ‘‘writer’s block.’’ (This really means, ‘*Daaa... 
what do I write next?’’) 

“*T think I’ll go out in the garden and do some research,”’ I told 
Diane, as I headed towards the door with a bucket and basket. 

I picked a bunch of yellow crooknecks, one the size of a Chevrolet 
station wagon; talked to the rubber snake; found Chelsea the Cat 
sleeping on garden patrol under the bean bushes; found a hundred 
bees buzzing among the spreading cucumber vines which are making 
baby cucumbers out on the ends; pulled some weeds and a couple of 
big radishes that were anything but radish shaped; measured corn 
stalks higher than my belly button; pulled a carrot and found nothing 
on the end of it but a frail white tap root; and pruned the shoots off 
the tomato plants the way extension agent John Jones had shown me, 

Diane likes the smell of everything in the garden, but to me, the best 
smell growing there comes from breaking off those shoots on the 
tomato plants. Maybe that’s weird, but I can’t help it. That smell ex- 
cites me. 

Besides sniffing tomato plants (as far as I know, that’s legal), I also 
got excited about our ‘‘other’’ squash -- the zucchinis. Having not 
spotted any baby zucchini a few days earlier, I was quite shocked Fri- 
day when I saw a 10-inch green monster of a squash. 

After about 30 minutes of ‘‘research’’ (field work, so to speak), I 
came inside with a bucket full of squash, radishes, and a few onions, 
half the small basket full of beans, and half an idea to get me past that 
writer’s block. 

I’ve decided that gardening and writing -- and a lot of things in life, 
for that matter -- are labors of love with emphasis on the ‘‘labor.’’ 

The garden, at any rate, only had to be planted once. Other things

employee Pat Lawley had an. 


idea. She thought it would save 
the hospital time and money, but 
before the implementation of the 
Q.C. campaign, it was just an 
idea. Now it is part of standard 
hospital procedure. 

Lawley’s suggestion was to 
classify patients as smokers or 
non-smokers upon admission. 
“SO many people asked to be 
moved from a room with a 
smoker. We would have to call 
admitting to find a new room, get 
a new armband typed and then 
we had to take a transfer slip 
downstairs to admitting before 
the patient was ever moved. All 
this could be avoided if we just 
knew whether or not the patient 
smoked before he was assigned to 
a room,”’ said Lawley. 

Lawley, a nurse’s aide on the 
second floor, submitted her idea 
to the first Q.C. (Quality Care) 
council, and it wasn’t long before 
she noticed that patients were be- 
ing classified as smokers or non- 
smokers. Soon after, she was 
notified that her idea had been 
judged the best by the Q.C. coun- 


cil. It won her the right to park in 
the administrator’s parking place 
for the month of May. 

The Q.C. campaign was begun 
at SMC in March as a com- 
munications device that allows 
the hospital to benefit from its 
employee ideas.

Tillage studies have shown that 
soybeans following wheat do not 
need subsoiling if deep tillage was 
done ahead of wheat planting, 
Touchton reported. The most 
economical system for wheat- 
soybeans in the Coastal Plain is 
to follow deep tilled wheat with 
no-till soybeans without subsoil- 
ing, he said. 

Use of starter fertilizer with 
no-till grain sorghum has paid off 
with yield increases of 10 to 25 
percent in ongoing research at the 
Wiregrass Substation. In fact, 

Touchton said, no-till sorghum 
has not yielded as well as 
conventional-tilled crops without 
the use of nitrogen-phosphorus 
starter fertilizers.

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Build Alabaster-Pelham high school?

Growth continues to spawn school dilemmas in the northern por- 
tions of Shelby County. These dilemmas in turn have spawned at least 
one far reaching proposal calling for the creation of a new high school 
between Alabaster and Pelham, and the reshuffling of seven existing 
schools from Alabaster to U.S. 280. 

The area already faces capacity or overcrowded conditions at the 
Thompson schools, Pelham schools, Riverchase and Inverness. 


The space problem will be multiplied this fall when, to meet a 
statewide mandate, Shelby County schools will have to provide 
kindergarten classes for all students who want them. 

Also, the need for a replacement facility for the aging Thompson 
High School has been pointed out by school officials and people in the 
community. 

One possible solution to this three-pronged dilemma has been pro- 
posed by Valley Elementary principal Dr. Norma Rogers, The pro- 
posal calls for: 

Changing Riverchase Middle to an elementary school to alleviate 
overcrowding at Inverness and Valley; 

Converting Pelham High into a middle school to be fed by four 
area elementaries; 

*Creating a new high school between Alabaster and Pelham -- 
North Shelby High School, Rogers suggested -- to accomodate 
students formerly at THS and PHS; 

*Incorporating structurally sound portions of the old THS facility 
to alleviate overcrowding at Thompson Elementary. 


Rogers indicated that while the proposal is perhaps wild in scope, 
she thinks it could work, and has mailed an outline of the plan to the 
members of the Shelby County Board of Education and superinten- 
dent Ellie Glasscox. 

“‘The changes would eliminate overcrowded conditions at River- 
chase, Inverness, Valley and Thompson Elementary Schools,’’ Rogers 
said, ‘tand would require no expansion of these present facilities. 

‘*A large high school serving both Alabaster and Pelham would 
provide programs -- both scholastic and athletic -- comparable to 
other large high schools throughout the nation.’ Given the scope of 
the proposal and certain competitive attitudes between 
Alabaster/Thompson and Pelham, Rogers admitted that her idea 
faces an uphill battle. 

**While I realize these suggestions might not be smiled on by local 
politicians, it’s time educators make decisions that will best equip 
students to reach their full potentials,’’ Rogers said. 


Glasscox, however, said he thinks the proposal lacks two important 
considerations. 

First, it doesn’t offer any relief for Helena Elementary, which not 
only faces kindergarten expansion but overall growing pains and the 
problems of an aging building. 

Secondly, Glasscox said the Inverness/Meadowbrook area along 
the U.S. 280 corridor will grow to the point where it would soon over- 
crowd even a large new high school in the Alabaster/Pelham area, He 
indicated favor towards a new Thompson High and a new high school 
along 280 which could serve the Inverness/Chelsea area. 


“‘Of course,’’ he said, ‘‘‘you could do a lot if you had the 
money...’” 

He agreed that a large high schoo! can offer more in the way of 
school programs, but said size reaches a point of diminishing returns. 

Rogers said that a combination high school such as she suggested 
would not only save administrative and other costs, but could also 
help bring harmony to two competitive communities. 

She indicated that funding for such a combination facility might 
generate more support than funding for a new Thompson High, which 
was a major part of a proposed school tax which was defeated last 
winter in a countywide vote. 

According to information from the board of education: 

¢eThompson Elementary closed the school year packed with 1,336 
students. So far 151 kindergarten students are enrolled for the fall and 
more are on the way, 

¢Valley closed with 745 students, Some 80 students are signed for 
kindergarten and about 20 more are expected. 

*Inverness has 450 students and no immediate room for the 49 
kindergarten students already registered there for the fall. 

*Riverchase, with 864 students, cannot readily handle the higher 
enrollment expected in the future. 

ePelham High had 79] students this spring, while THS had 811. 

Rogers also suggested that moving sixth grade classes back to the 
elementaries would help relieve overcrowding at Thompson Middle 
and the the proposed Pelham Middle School. 

Rogers said that any major plan would have to be implemented 
soon in order to be ready for the 1985-86 school year. 


SMC gets 


contract

The future of a new hospital in 
North Shelby remains up in the 
air. 

However, the future of Shelby 
County’s 64 or so expecting in- 
digents finally has been nailed 
down, 

After verbal agreements with 
East End Memorial and Cooper 
Green Hospital fell through, 
Shelby Medical Center secured a 
signed contract Thursday with 
Carraway Methodist to handle 
the county’s indigent OB cases. 

“Getting this has been a 
nightmare for us,’’ said relieved 
SMC associate administrator 
Faye Hylton, agreement in hand. 
‘Every time we thought we had 
something worked out, it fell 
through.”’ 

“‘We feel like we’re meeting 
our obligations to the patients in 
the system, We’ve worked out an 
agreement to give them the best 
possible care we can,’’ she said, 

Monetary terms of the one- 
year agreement were not made 
available, but community rela- 
tions director Steve Martin said 
the contract price is less than the 
cost of operating SMC’s OB unit, 
closed since June 1. 

SMC would not comment ona 
report that, under the new con- 
tract, it is asking indigent 
mothers-to-be pay a $500 co- 
charge towards their bills, as op- 
posed to only $375 when Shelby 
handled OB’s. Martin said only 
that each patient was handled on 
a case-by-case basis, and that no 
patients will be turned away. 

“I would suggest that Shelby 
had a considerably lower delivery 
charge simply because they used 
mid-wives and a birthing room,”’ 
said Birmingham Regional 
Hospital Association vice presi- 
dent Bob Harper. Carraway, he 
said, uses a physician, several 
aids, and a regular delivery room. 

All hospitals, Harper said, ask 
for indigent co-charges. 

Established with Hill-Burton 
funding, the feds require SMC to 
absorb $24,000 per year in in- 
digent care. 

Hylton noted that SMC ab- 
sorbed $3.8 million last year in 
indigent care and bad debts, 
although its legal obligation end- 
ed at $24,000. The county, she 
said, is legally responsible for the 
rest of the indigent bills. 

“To us, it’s an ethical and 
moral obligation to see to it that 
the indigents are cared for,’’ she 
said. ‘‘We know the county 
doesn’t have that kind of 
money.”’ 
~ In Montgomery, Circuit Judge 
Mark Kennedy is considering 
testimony heard last week on the 
validity of a state ruling that no 
new hospital beds are needed in 
North Shelby where seven groups 
want to build. 

SMC administrator Norman 
Price submitted statements say- 
ing that no additional beds are 
now needed in the area. 
However, he said, should the 
need arise, in the future, SMC 
should be allowed to provide 
them.

Compromise committee set 


to study park forest plan

State park officials tried to get across the fact 
that the proposed management plan for Oak Mt. 
State Park isn’t carved in stone. 

But most of the approximately 150 conserva- 
tionists who attended a public hearing at the park 
last Thursday were skeptical. 

They protested that the plan emphasized 
timbering rather than preserving the natural state 
of the woodlands. 

As a compromise, state parks resource 
management director Carl Scardina, who drew up 
the controversial plan, suggested forming a steer- 
ing committee to work with him to revise the plan. 

The committee will be composed of a 
representative from each of the several conserva- 
tion minded clubs present, as well other concerned 
individuals who volunteered to serve. 


As it is now, the plan calls for timber cutting, 
prescribed burns and converting trails to fire 
lanes. 

Scardina explained that it derived from three 
different computer programs for tree farms, 
wildlife management and an economic analysis. 
The plan was modified after discussions with state 
park officials, he said. _ 

During the meeting, Robert Burks, who lives 15 
miles from the park in Jefferson County, said the 
management plan sounded more like a plan for 
tree farming. 

Others objected to prescribed burns which, ac- 
cording to the plan, will affect 72% of the park 
over a three year period. 

Some hikers in the audience said they had no 
objection to removing storm damaged trees from 
the trail. But, contrary to the plan, they were 
against taking over-mature trees and trees from 
hard to reach areas. .* 

Scardina said that the reason behind prescribed 
burns is to remove leaves, pine needles and under- 
brush which fuel wildfires. 

He also said that it’s good forest management 
practice to remove hardwoods from pine stands in 
order to ensure healthier trees, but he noted that 


the plan would have other sites devoted only to 
hardwoods. 

The plan also called for widening present hiking 
trails for use as fire lanes. After protest, Scardina 
said the lanes could be placed elsewhere. 

The reason for using the trails, Scardina ex- 
plained, was to keep from breaking up more 
ground. 

Audubon Society member Elberta Reid said she 
was convinced that the timber cutting was men- 
tioned in the plan only to generate profit for the 
state parks department. Reid suggested instead 
that if any income from timber sales went into the 
state’s general fund, the park wouldn’t be so quick 
to cut the trees. 

*‘Once it starts, it will never stop,’’ someone 
chimed in. 

Scardina told the crowd that it was his idea for 
the park to get some return from diseased and 
storm damaged trees that will be cut, by using 
some of the lumber produced for park construc- 
tion. 

Some people protested that the management 
plan does not pay enough attention to recreation 
needs for a growing population area. With the 
rapid growth in Brimingham, Oak Mountain 
could one day be as crowded as Central Park in 
New York City, they said. 

Lou Hyman, chief of forest management for 
the Alabama Forestry Commission, replied that 
the state was drawing up a separate plan for 
recreation needs. 

As the lengthy meeting drew to a close, Sierra 
Club member Graeme Wilson said that he was im- 
pressed with the results of the meeting. 

“I feel that we’re going in the right direction,”’ 
he said. 

Among groups represented at the meeting were: 
The Vulcan Trail Club, Vulcan Orienteering, the 
Alabama Conservancy and a spokesperson for 
both the League of Women Voters and the 
Federated Garden Clubs. 

After each group selects a member to the steer- 
ing committee, a date will be set for a meeting to 
work on revision of the park management plan.

Woman shot after 
hearing words of love

“*I love you,’’ were probably the last words Rose Mary Brazzle ever 


heard. 


Shelby County Sheriff’s department investigator Sgt. John Pratt 
said those were the words Erthe Middleton reportedly spoke Wednes- 
day morning, just before he allegedly shot Brazzle twice in the head. , 

The 29 year-old Birmingham woman died Friday morning. 

Middleton is charged with her murder. 

According to Pratt, Middleton, also 29, surrendered himself to the 
Jefferson County Sheriff’s department later the same day. 

Pratt said that the two had been seeing each other for two years, 
prior to breaking up six months ago. 

The shooting occurred at 6:50 a.m. as Brazzle arrived at an office 
parking lot for the place she worked on U.S, 280 in Shelby County. 
Pratt said the owners of the business insisted that he not reveal the 


name of the office complex. 


According to the investigator, the sequence of events occurred a 


follows: 


Brazzle and the woman she rode to work with parked in the offic 
parking lot. Middleton stepped out of a pickup truck and walked vu 


to the victim. 


He said he loved her, then fired two shots from a .38 caliber 


revolver into her head. 


Middleton drove off in a white and red pickup truck. When the 
pickup broke down on Rocky Ridge Road, he abandoned it. 

He caught a ride to the Ramada Inn in Hoover and from there took 
a taxi to his brother’s home in Birmingham. 

After learning what had happened, family members persuaded Mid- 
dleton to turn himself in later the same day. 

He was transferred from Birmingham to the Shelby County jail and 
initially charged with assault. After Brazzle died the charge changed tc

Calera police crack 
down on getting high 


No arrests have yet been made, but Friday the City of Calera an- 
nounced it’s cracking down on drug abuse there. 

The announcement was made by Mayor Carl Prichard after five 
marijuana plants were confiscated by the Calera Police Department. 

The plants -- which carry a street value of $200 the size they are -- 
were found by CPD Chief Billy O’Bryan and Sergeant C.P. Martin on 
New Town Road. - 

They were all located in a secluded area off the road which winds 
behind Calera Elementary School, according to O’Bryan. 

“‘We did find some evidence (some five-gallon cans and beer cans) 
off which we took some good prints,’’ O’Bryan said. ‘‘But its very 
hard to get a conviction unless you can catch someone hoeing around 
the plants or something.” 

O’Bryan said the evidence collected will be used in a later investiga- 
tion. 

He also noted that the department has a couple of other drug in- 
vestigations underway, and it is pushing hard to make arrests. 

**] think it is extremely important that we put a stop to it,’’ Prichard 
said. ‘‘All of our young people should be warned, Anyone with any 
knowledge (about marijuana use should) come forward so we can do 
something about it.’’ 

O’Bryan said his department had been watching the confiscated 
marijuana plants for two weeks prior to pulling them, but nobody 
ever came around them. He said they received a tip as to the pot’s 
whereabouts.

OB made hospital scapegoat 


Letter to the Editor: 

This letter regards the closing 
of the Obstetrics Department of 
Shelby Medical Center in light of 
recent agreement with Carraway 
Hospital to deliver Shelby Coun- 
ty’s indigent babies. (Although 
nothing seems certain when two 
previous agreements fell through 
and the current agreement is valid 
for one year). However, it seems 
to me that there is more to the 
hospital situation in Shelby 
County than meets the eye. 

First of all, it appears that the 
OB department was made the 
scapegoat for a much larger pro- 
blem at the hospital - poor 
management. This _ particular 
department gave SMC the 
distinction of having the first 
family centered birthing room in 
the entire Southeast. My husband 
and I were privileged to deliver 
our two children in the birthing 
room at SMC, giving us first 


hand experience with the facility 
and its’ staff (which, by the way, 
are all outstanding.) 

I find attempts to place the 
blame for the closing of the 
department on the practicing 
physicians - further evidence of 
poor management - I believe it’s 
called ‘‘passing the buck.”’ 

I also get upset when I read 
that Shelby Medical Center is vy- 
ing with 5 other medical groups 
to build a hospital in the River- 
chase area - a 100 bed facility that 
SMC officials estimate would 
cost $16.5 million to build. It 
would seem logical that rather 
than spending money on building 
in new locations, it should in- 
stead be spent on the existing 
facility, which falls short of 75 
percent occupancy - the initial 
reason given for the financial 
problems which lead to the un- 
fortunate decision to close the 
OB department. 


Before a hospital is built in 
Riverchase to serve people who 
would well be able to afford driv- 
ing the few miles to SMC, we 
should consider the fact that now 
our indigent expectant families 
are driving to Carraway Hospital 
in Birmingham. Even regular OB 
patients are being forced to 
deliver their babies in the very 
hospitals that SMC is competing 
with in Jefferson County. 


I think the time has arrived to 
resolve the question of why our 
tax dollars (earmarked for health 
purposes from a special property 
tax) should support a hospital 
that does not meet the needs of 
the community - particularly its’ 
indigent. I don’t think the answer 
will be found in simply closing 
the OB department.

Flood waters from the creek have caused damage to a number of 
homes along its banks, and the issue brought a crowd of about 20 peo- 
ple to Monday’s city council meeting. 

In a special report, city engineer Paul Yeager said that the creek 
could be cleared of trees and trash at a cost of $20,000. But he warned 
that such actions would only lower its flood level by six inches. 

**The problem with the creek is not the trees but the creek bed itself. 
It turns so much,”’ Yeager said. 

By comparison, he noted that major work to dredge the creek 
would cost in excess of $3 million. 

**T don’t think that’s a reasonable alternative,’’ he said. 

Yeager suggested that the cheapest method to solve the problem 
would be to apply to the Federal Flood Administration for its ‘‘buy 
out’’ program (the government purchase of homes that get flooded). 
But, he noted, if the city even qualified, such action would not really 
solve anything because the government only pays for 50 percent of a 
flood damaged home. 

When Karyl Rice asked for more information on the ‘‘buy out”’ 
plan, Mayor Burk Dunaway listed more reasons the program would 
not work, ; 

**To qualify, a home must suffer 50 percent damage to its structure 
in one flood,’’ Dunaway said, ‘‘or, be flooded three times and suffer 
damage of 25 percent each time.”’

Columbiana is still looking for a policeman to fill the vacancy 
created when Mark Tomasson left the force last month. 

Police Chief Howell Horn said there are three main reasons 
that he has difficulty keeping the department at full strength. 

Because the town is small and not much happens, Horn said 
that some men who join the force find the job lacks excitement. 

The pay scale is another reason for the turnovers, Horn said, 
Beginning salary for a man with no experience is $400 bi-weekly 
with a $50 raise after nine months and the completition of the 
academy. It progresses to $500 after 18 months with top pay 
after two years. 

An officer with training starts at $525 bi-weekly and goes to 
$536 after nine months. 

In comparison, a new deputy with the sheriff’s department 
starts at $607 bi-weekly, Horn said. 

The third reason for the turnovers, he said, has been failures 
to perform duties in the prescribed manner. 

‘*When you tell a man time and time again the way you want 
something done, and he still won’t do it that way, it’s a disser- 
vice to the community to keep him,’’ Horn said. 

When a man is dismissed from the force, Horn said that it’s 
for a combination of reasons -- usually not one specific thing, 
but never because of personality differences. 

The type of officer he would like to hire, Horn said, is a 
‘*settled’’ person in their late 20’s to early 40’s, who is from this 
area and wants to stay here. 

Tim Carter, who was hired several months ago, is in his early 
20’s and now attending the police academy. Lamar Vick, the last 
man to be hired, is 28 and will attend the academy next month. 

Horn said police personnel problems are not unique to his 
department.

Viewers in rural areas receive 
the biggest benefit from satellite 
dishes, because normal television 
reception from even the nearest 
stations is often weak. More and 


more of the dishes are popping 
up in the county. 

Glen Autry, owner of Autry 
Television Service in Chelsea, has 
installed 30 systems in less than a 
year. 

Autry says the main reasons 
peoply buy the systems, is to 
receive a wider choice of pro- 
grams and better reception than 
they can get with antennas or 
cable. 

Prices for a home system range 
from $2,500 to $4,000, including 
installation. Do-it-yourselfers 
can save about $500 installing the 
dish, but Autry recommends that 
a dealer put it in. 

**You have to watch the wind. 
These two fellows picked a bowl 
up and the wind caught it. It blew 
all across a cornfield before they 
caught up with it,’’ said Autry. 

Satellite dishes receive signals 
from any one of 15 communica- 
tions satellites serving the United 
States. The satellites beam a total 
of 156 different channels to the 
earth. 

Home satellite dish systems 
evolved from the systems used to 
track spaceships and the large 
dishes used by cable companies to 
receive their programs. 

Satellites serving the U.S. are 
parked in geostationary orbits 
above the equator, said Autry. In 
a geostationary orbit, the satellite 
rotates along with the earth, so it 
stays in the same position relative 
to the ground. 

Because the satellites are sta- 
tionary, the only movement re- 
quired of home dishes is to switch 
from one satellite to another. 

The orbiting satellites receive 
powerful signals of original pro- 
grams, but send them back to 
earth via a very weak signal. 

‘‘The signal the dish is picking 
up from a satellite 22,000 miles 
away is about the same as a CB,”’ 
said Autry. 

The weak signal is reflected by 
the bowl to a feed assembly 
suspended in the center of the 
dish. There an amplifier pro- 
cesses the signal and sends it by a 
cable to the television set. 

Prices of different systems de- 
pend on the size of the dish and 
the channel receiver that connects 
to the set. 

The dishes are from 8 - 16 feet 
in diameter. Eight foot dishes can 
receive all current satellite 
signals, but Autry said that as 
new satellites join the crowded 
orbital area, the small bowls may 
not be able to avoid interference 
between them. 

On inexpensive systems, 
changing the position of the dish 
to monitor a different satellite is 
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done manually with a crank, 
Some models have a special scale 
with the positions printed on it. 
Automatic systems have a 
motorized transport so the dish 
position can be changed inside. 

The last link of the system is 
the station receiver, which looks 
like a cross between a stereo 
receiver and a cable channel 
selector. Its job is to feed the 
signal into the television and 
allow the viewer to select chan- 
nels, 

Weather doesn’t affect recep- 
tion, said Autry, except for twice 
a year, when the sun moves 
directly behind a satellite. Autry 
said this interferes with reception 
for one to two hours a day, for 
about five days. 

Satellite reception is clearer 
than cable because of the elimina- 
tion of miles of cable and 
mechanical connections, accor- 
ding to Autry. Some viewers opt 
for the dish system even when 
cable is available. 

Fred McGuire, who lives just 
off Cahaba Valley Road in North 
Shelby County, had his cable 
taken out about a month ago and 
decided to buy a dish system. 

‘I decided to get something 
that was mine, and have more of 
a selection,’’ said McGuire. 

Since the dishes pick up all the 
pay channels, such as Home Box 
Office, some programmers are 
talking about scrambling the 
signal, so only pay subscribers 
can watch, The prospect doesn’t 
seem to bother owners of satellite 
systems. 

““If you have a choice of one or 
two stations with an antenna or 
100 with a dish, a couple of 
scrambled channels isn’t going to 
make that much difference,”’ said 
Autry. Elliott said the prospect 
doesn’t bother him, because there 
is always something else to 
watch.

Shelby County Reporter 
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Ed board hires 
two principals, 
buys THS land

The Shelby County Board of Education has approved two 
principals from Jefferson County to fill the vacancies at Chelsea 
and Shelby County High School. 

Land for building a new Thompson High School in south 
Alabaster was also purchased at Monday night’s board meeting. 

Acting on the principal appointments, the board voted 
unanimously for Glen M. Frederick to assume the principal’s 
position at Chelsea High School vacated by the death of Brad 
Stephens earlier this year. ; 

The board named Bennie Bryce Storie to be principal of 
Shelby County High School, replacing Don Bulger who died this 
spring in a boating accident. 

Both new principals had the backing of the trustees at each 
school. 

Frederick has been a principal for six years, spending the past 
two years at Huffman High School. He and his family are 
residents of Helena. 

The new SCHS principal] has been a principal for 14 years. His 
last appointment was at Banks High School where he served 
four years. Storie and his family live in Trussville. 

The 51 acres of land being purchased for the construction of a 
new Thompson High School will cost approximately $250,000. 

Doug Kent is the owner of the 43 acre site on County 264 -- 
half a mile from the present school, between County 44 and State 
119. The land will cost $200,000 plus an additional $48,000 for 
eight acres owned by Lamon Roy. 

The extra eight acres is needed for access roads to the site 
from both County 264 and from County 26 to the south. 

Despite the request by a number of parents for the transfer of 
Pelham High School Principal Ed Belue, it would seem that his 
position is secure. 

In the report he promised to make on the investigation of con- 
ditions at Pelham, Superintendent of Education Ellie Glasscox 
said improvements are needed in some areas. He pointed out, 
however, that the problems he found are not unique to Pelham. 

Glasscox said he found that some of the concerns reported to 
him had been blown out of proportion. 

He said that school patrons should pull together for the good 
of the school rather than taking sides. 

The superintendent expressed his intention to support Belue’s 
efforts at improvement 100 percent. 

In order to have a place to house the 750 or more kindergarten 
students who will be attending school this year, Glasscox said 
the search is on for portable trailers. 

He said that 15 are needed and the board is hoping that 
many used ones can be located. 

In case that’s not possible, Glasscox said that bids are being 
taken on new units. 


Columbiana awards 
$305,000 contract

A contract for the long awaited work on Columbiana’s sewer 
system was awarded this week to Baird Contracting Company of Bir- 
mingham. 

Six companies bid on the job with Baird submitting the low bid of 
$304,822.25. 

After inspecting the low bidder’s plans to make sure all specifica- 
tions were met, project engineer Jimmy Ray recommended that Baird 
be awarded the contract. 

Ray said the work will begin within 25 days. 

The sewer improvement project is something the city has been 
working on for years. Last year a $240,000 grant from the Community 
Development Block grant program made the project possible. 

The grant requires that the city come up with $60,000 in matching 
funds which can be in-kind services. 

Although the extension of the system will be along Industrial Road, 
it will not go to property owned by John Mitchell on the west end of 
the road. 

Mitchell was at Thursday’s meeting to ask the council if a line could 
be extended to his property where he intends putting a trailer. 

An extension in his area would also serve two other homes, Mitchell 
said. 

Since work will be done this summer on sewer lines anyway, the 
mayor said Mitchell’s request would be considered. 

The mayor also told Charles Jones from the Columbiana Dixie 
Youth League that the city would try to do something to help that 
organization with a $568 bill for construction materials. 

Jones reported that the league had had to replace roofs on the con- 
cession stand, press box and dugouts. 

League members furnished the labor, he said, which saved 
$300-$400 in expenses. 

Another bill Jones brought to the council’s attention had him puzzl- 
ed -- a water bill for $360. Jones reported that the monthly bill usually 
ran between $20-$30. 

Tennis players and joggers also use the fountain at the park, but 
Jones said that even if the water was left running all month, he didn’t 
see how the bill could mount that high. 

It was assumed that either the water had been left running, or a 
mistake had been made in the meter reading. 

Councilman Lewis Walker, who also serves as water board chair- 
man, said he would look into the matter. 

Another matter involving the city’s water was brought up by the 
mayor -- a letter from the Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management which gave the city’s\water system a clean bill of health. 

Falkner explained to those attending the meeting that he had asked 
ADEM for a report because of questions about the water he got from 
residents that he talked to while campaigning for office.

Inverness Elementary School 
was like a courtroom Monday 
night.

In his plea, Ray recalled the 
days when Valleydale was home 
to only eight families. 

He said that by 1970 there were 
over 640 cars per day traveling 
the route. Now, about 
8,000-9,000 vehicles travel the 
road each day, he said. 

**] know many of you are not 
going to understand,"’ Ray con- 
tinued, ‘‘why the county might 
go to a four-lane. If we don’t 
make changes, how adversely will 
that affect you?

Abernathy sentence suspended 


Alabaster physician Frank 
Abernathy has been fined 
$15,000 and given a suspended 
eight-year sentence after com- 
pleting a drug treatment pro- 
gram.

Said. 


When the plant gets in full operation, 300 looms will be weaving 
bags for feed, fertilizer, seed and chemicals. 

Leader’s products are distributed nationwide to customers who 
make up some of ‘‘the best of the Fortune 500 companies.’’ 

Alabaster Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin said the city administration 
and the industrial development board has been been trying to attract 
an industry to the site for three and a half years. 

The sale was conducted through Montgomery Realty, a Birm- 
ingham firm specializing in industrial properties. 

The two story mill which previously manufactured textiles is located 
one block off State 119 in Siluria, adjancent to the county YMCA. 

It contains 212,780 feet of floor space in the main plant and is 
located on approximately 19 acres of land on Buck Creek. 

Although some cleaning up will have to be done, Leader noted the 
mill -- which has been closed five years -- remains in good condition.

The office of county tax collector pays the same salary as that of tax 
assessor, carries the same term of office and has the same election re- 
quirments 

County commission seats pay a flat $9,600 per year. While can- 
didates must live in the district they want to represent they run for 
those seats on a countywide basis. 

The six-year term on the board of education pays $7.50 per meeting 
plus 20 cents per mile. The office holder must be a county resident and 
must run countywide.

Swimmers want 
Beeswax cleanup

A new county attraction came one step closer to reality this week. 

The Shelby County Commission received a lease agreement Mon- 
day from Alabama Power Compnay for 100 acres land on Beeswax 
Creek near State 145. The land is to be developed into a public camp- 
ing facility. 

The 35-year lease stipulates $1 per year payments. 

The papers will be delivered to the Shelby County Park Board, 
which will handle the development of the area. 

The land is adjacent to a public boat launch and is a small beach, 
which although limited in offerings already attract large crowds. Sun 
worshipers at the facilities told the Reporter they hope the county 
takes the opportunity to clean up the entire area while improvements 
are being made. 

County Commission Chairman Tommy Snowden says that while 
the boat launch area is not part of the planned park, a cleanup there is 
probable. 

The need for a cleanup of the area was made clear by one non- 
countian who comes to the boat launch almost every weekend. He 
pointed out that he and friends from Wilsonville actually have to 
come out and cut the grass in their favorite spot themselves. 

“If a campground would mean cleaning up this place, that would be 
dynamite,’’ Kenny Storey said. ‘‘There’s a lot of glass and beer can 
tops around here.”’ 

Honie Shaw and Anita Wheeler of Four Mile agreed. 

“If it would mean cleaning up this area, that would be a good 
idea,”’ they said. They were only worried that the planned park might 
interfere with their swimming privileges, which apparently it won’t. 

“Yes, I'd like it,’’ said Mike Benton of Summerhill, adding that he 
wishes the county would ‘‘make it decent and get the weeds out and 
bring in about five truck loads of sand for the beach.’’

The Shelby County Planning 
Commission has completed all 
steps necessary to put itself on a 
legal operating basis. 

Monday, the Shelby County 
Commission gave official ap- 
proval for the planning commis- 
sion to pass zoning ordinances, 
subdivision regulations and zon- 
ing maps. All was done in accor- 
dance with a new act to remedy 
the past unconstitutional stan- 
ding of the planning commission. 

County commissioner John 
Ames made the motion for ap- 
proving the group and for ratify- 
ing the terms of office of plann- 
ing commission members. 

“After this, we will not bring 
anything before the county com- 
mission except changes,’’ said 
planning commission director 
Paul Owens. 

Owens said, however, that the 
county commission can still take 
control of planning commission 
actions anytime it wants to. All 
the county has to do, he said, is 
pass an ordinance to that effect 
and legally advertise it. 

In other commission action: 

The county approved garbage 
pick up franchises and an in- 
crease in garbaged pick up fees 
for BMI, Remove-All and Whit- 
field Sanitation. 

The franchise agreements and 
the first rate increase in five years 
were approved on a motion by 
commissioner Harold Daven- 
port. The action was taken sub- 
ject to the approval of the county 
engineer and the county attorney. 

The franchise agreements will 
last for three years and the rate 
increase will be from five dollars 
to six dollars per month, or from 
$15 to $18 per quarter. 

The stipulations that the 
agreements be made subject to 
approval of the county engineer 
and county attorney were made 
necessary by George Garner of 
Waste Away Inc.

Pratt remembered 


“If I could draw a design of a 
professional, competent, caring 
officer, I don’t know how I could 
improve on John Pratt.”’ 

Those words were spoken at 
Pratt’s funeral last week by 
Shelby County Sheriff’s depart- 
ment Chief Deputy James Jones. 

Other law enforcement profes- 
sionals echoed the similar sen- 
timents on the abilities of the 
sheriff’s North Shelby County in- 
' vestigator who died suddenly of a 
heart attack last week. 

Pelham Police Department 
Captain Allen Wade called Pratt 
“the best investigator this county 
has ever had.”’ 

Sheriff’s department chief in- 
vestigator Reed Smith agreed, 
saying Pratt just ‘‘had a knack’’ 
for the work he did. 

‘“‘He loved it -- he gave it his 
all,” Jones told mourners at 
Pratt’s funeral. 

Said DA investigator Bob 
O’Connor: ‘‘Pratt was an intense 
man in an intense job. 

**Most people in Shelby Coun- 


ty probably don't realize the 
good he did for them,"’ 
O’Connor added. 

One of the reasons indicated 
for Pratt’s success at his work, was 
his dedication to the job and his 
desire to improve himself 
through education, 

At the time of his death, he was 
nearing completion of his 
studies at the Birmingham School 
of Law where he attended night 
classes. Pratt had already earned 
a BS degree in criminal justice 
from Troy State University. 

He was nominated by the two 
sheriffs he worked under -- Bud- 
dy Glasgow and C.P. ‘*Red’”’ 
Walker -- for the state award of 
outstanding lawman. 

Others who knew him pointed 
out an additional side to Pratt, 
that he showed compassion. As 
one friend put it, ‘He combined 
the letter of the law with the spirit 
of the law.”’

We of the media are so big on remembering 
anniversaries and speculating on ‘‘what might 
have been’’ if this or that had not happene“, I 
wonder how we all overlooked such an . ent 
last week. 

June 18, 1984, was the 30th anniversary of 
the most celebrated and most publicized crime 
in state history, and the impact of this event on 
Alabama politics is beyond anyone’s com- 
prehension. 

It was on Friday night, June 18, 1954, that 
Albert Patterson, the attorney general- 
nominee, was shgt to death in an alley parking 
lot in Phenix City. No story has ever so 
dominated the state as did that murder and the 
subsequent investigation and clean-up of that 
East Alabama city. 

In the months that followed names like Si 
Garrett, Arch Ferrell, Albert Fuller, Crack 
Hanna, MacDonald Gallion, Walter B. Jones 
all became household words. 

But as shattering as the crime was, the effect 
it had on politics was even more so. 

The death of Albert Patterson projected his 
eldest son, John, into the spotlight. He stepped 
forward to take his father’s place as attorney 
general. He was elected without any opposition 
that fall. 

Four years later Patterson ran for governor. 
He won, handing George Wallace the only 
defeat of his political career. There seems to be 
no question that had not John Patterson burst 
on the political scene, Wallace would have been 


elected governor in 1958. And the Wallace of 
*58 was a far cry from the Wallace who ran and 
won in 1962. 

Who knows how Alabama political history 
might have been changed had George Wallace 
been elected governor in 1958? And he surely 
would have been had not a bullet struck down 
Albert Patterson 30 years ago this month.

doesn’t want to lose contact with the school and the people who 
mean so much to her. 

‘*This is therapy for me -- getting to see the teachers I worked 
with for so long,’’ Nolen explains.

She now keeps office hours at the Helena Clinic which is 
operated by a group of doctors, one of whom is her son, Dr.

MULCH? WHAZZAT? Once upon a time I thought mulching is 
what you did to a bunch of Frito Corn Chips. I even had some in my 
garden, but eathing Fritos there didn’t do any of the wonderful things 
Edith mentioned... 

Since what she said about mulch sounded so good, and since I’m 
having problems with the very things she said mulching cured, I decid- 
ed it was time to look into things a bit closer. 

“Okay, John,’’ I said, ‘‘what’s the big deal about mulching?’’ 

EXPERT TIP: ‘It’s real important to mulch and easy to do,” 
replied extension agent John Jones. ‘‘Anyone could do it.”’

Can I get that 
technical with my veggie patch? 

“There’s several purposes to mulching,’’ John continued, confirm- 
ing Edith’s points about helping to hold moisture and keeping the soil 
temperature constant. 

“It’s awfully hard for for vegetables to set fruit when the 
temperature climbs above 90°,”’ he said. 

| thought I as scribbled notes about the near boiling days and the 
cotton-mouth dry spell we’ve been having lately. Visions flashed in my 
mind of my once proud garden turning first bright, then a dead, crink- 
ly yellow. 

I listened closely. 

‘Mulching is something I believe in,"’ John continued. ‘‘It makes 
the work easier (that sounds good) and things can grow better in your 
garden (sounds good, too).”’ 

“SO WHAT MAKES A GOOD MULCH?” | asked. 

John started listing: 

Grass clippings -- just be careful that the clippings you spread bet- 
ween your rows don’t contain a lot of undesirable weed and grass 
seeds. Also, unless you’re bucking for the Dubious Regression of the 
Year Award, make sure there’s no kudzoo seeds in your clipping or 
you may never see your garden again. 

eWheat straw -- either have Dorothy bring you some next time a 
twister blows her this way from Kansas, or call the extension office 
(669-6763) and someone there can tell you a much closer place to get 
some. 

Pine straw -- this stuff is generally plentiful (unless you really want 
some, then it’s nowhere to be found...) but has the minor drawback of 
being slow to deteriorate, which means you may have to rake your 
garden in the fall. 

Leaves -- if you don’t have wheat straw, and you don’t have pine 
straw, then you’ve got to have leaves around; if not, you may be

The 1982. preliminary 
agricultural census figures releas- 
ed last weeks show 48,443 pro- 
ducing farms in the state -- a drop 
of 2,337 farms, or about 5%. 
Shelby County figures from those 
same years show an increase in 
the number of farms from 505 to 
516 -- or about about a 2.2% in- 
crease. 

The Bureau of the Census in 
Washington DC defines farms as 
places producing $1,000 or more 
in agricultural products per year. 

Shelby County totaled $12.1 
million in agricultural sales in 
1982 -- an average of about 
$23,400 per farm. That compares 


to a total cost of $5.69 mil’ 1 for 
feed, energy, fertilizer an ad -- 
or an average cost of $1] per 
farm.

GLAD YOU MENTIONED IT, EDITH: Fritos are all right; but 
the more I think about it, the more mulching sounds like a truly good 
idea for gardening -- it helps keep the grass and weeds down (I'd love 
to take my hoe and fling it off any number of mountains I can think 
of), and it helps keep the ground moist. , 

I don’t know about you, but I need all the help I can get with my 
garden, I just hope I’m not too late to mulch by the time I get back 
from the short vacation I’m taking. If my corn gets much drier, I may 
have two rows of corn chips.

Jerome Bannister of Alabaster went to Jamaica 
earlier this month, but it wasn’t for vacation. It 
was for work -- that is, if you call it ‘‘work’’ to 
take photographs of pretty girls modeling the 
latest swimwear in the tropics. 

Bannister, who operates an Alabaster based 
commercial photography company called Camera 
Art, made the trip from June 3-10, shooting at 
Ocho Rios and Montego Bay. 


He was accompanied by Lori Conn, a hairstylist 
and model from North Jefferson County, and 
Blake Pickett, a model from the Rocky Ridge area 
who has appeared in the Pizitz catalog and adver- 
tising for the 2001 Supper Club in Hoover. 

The $5,000 tab Camera Art picked up was, as 
Bannister put it, ‘‘all in the line of duty.”’ 

“It’s a nasty job,” he grinned, ‘‘but someone 
has to do it.’’ 


In Jamaica they made connections and tentative 
arrangements with several designers and com- 
panies who will be at a large show this August in 
Atlanta.

contract so that next time they return to Jamaica, 
he’ll be getting checks instead of signing them -- 
‘a whole different ballgame.”’ 

Because designer magazines will begin showing 
swimwear as early as April, and these magazines 
sometimes have deadlines 90 days prior to publica- 
tion, Bannister said they need to return to Jamaica 
in December to shoot swimwear fashions for 1985. 

‘‘The main reason for going down to Jamaica 
was to meet the designers, to get to know the 
people down there, to get to know the island, to 
make the contacts,’’ Bannister explained. 

**The pictures we shot will be submitted to the 
tourist board, to the swimwear designers, and will 
also be submitted to different national magazines 
here in the States,’’ he said. ‘‘We’ll show them 
what we can do down there so that when we go 
back, we hope we have a publication here in- 
terested in buying what we shoot.’’ 

Bannister, 22, has been shooting pictures for 
eight years, concentrates on fashion and sports, 
and has worked locally as a photographer and 
darkroom technician at the defunct Shelby Coun- 
ty News and more recently at the Shelby County 
Reporter. 

In Jamaica he shot some 2,500 negatives and 
transparencies, using his several Cannon 35-mm 
cameras. Next time he said he’ll be packing larger 
format cameras which have polaroid capabilities, 
enabling the photographer to see almost im- 
mediately the effects of various lighting situations. 


One of the more interesting days of shooting 
was at a 600-foot cascading waterfall. Much of the 
shooting was done at the beach outside the Sea 
Winds Hotel at Montego Bay. 

Shooting started at about 5:30 every morning 
for two or three hours, then continued for several 
hours in the afternoons. 

‘*We’d shoot occassionally during the days -- 
like at the waterfall -- but the sunlight there is so 
harsh that for a few hours during the day you 
couldn’t shoot for the shadows,’’ Bannister said. 
‘Even with reflecting umbrellas it wouldn’t 
work.”’ 

Fashion photography is difficult, Bannister 
said, and perhaps even harder for the model. ‘‘I 
don’t see how they do it, but Blake’s good. She’s 
one of the best in the Birmingham area.”’ 


Breaking into the highly competitive fashion 
market is hard for both models and 
photographers. But by using what they shot in 
Jamaica, Bannister hopes that both he and Blake 
greatly increased their chances for widespread 
publication. 

‘*The Jamaican Tourist Board toured the island 
with us and were extremely helpful. We couldn’t 
have done it without them. They cleared all rights 
for places to shoot, all model releases for places to 
shoot, all the swimwear designers there, and they 
set up our transportation. 


‘It’s a different way of life in Jamaica... dif- 
ferent language, different lingo. They drive on a 
different side of the road, and we had to change 
all of our money down there. Our dollar was 
worth $3.85 in Jamaican money. 

‘‘] really enjoyed it. I’d love to go back.”’ 
Which is one comment not everybody makes when 
they get home from work.

- Arizona burros arrive 


at county horse farm 


From near starvation in 
Arizona’s Death Valley to the 
plush pastures of Shelby County, 
just might count as one of the 
most pleasant journeys ever made 
by 40 Grand Canyon burros. 

Those creatures found a home 
here thanks to the efforts of the 
Shelby County Humane Scoeity, 
and there is a good chance that 40 
more will enjoy a new life in this 
county. 

The first 40 burros, which were 
adopted at a cost of $50 each, 
made such a big hit that the next 
group will be offered this July at 
a cost of $75 each. 

The first group of burros were 
airlifted from their Arizona home 
to the Black Beauty Ranch in 
Texas. From there they were 
transported by tractor trailer to 
the Pi Jemba Arabian Horse 
Farm of Dot and M.M. ‘*Buddy”’ 
Argo’s at Bound’s Lake between 
Saginaw and Columbiana. 

The Argos reported that the 
$50 fee did not cover the expenses 
of the rescuing Black Beauty 
Ranch and that accounts for the 
$25 increase for the next group. 

All of the original 40 burros 
were quick to find new Shelby 
County owners, including two 
which found a permanent home 
with the Argos. 

According to Shelby County 
Humane Society director Ann 
Speakman, 130 of the animals 
were requested by Shelby Coun- 
tians. 

Potential adoptees for the next 
bunch should contact the Shelby 
County Animal Shelter at 
669-4652 or 669-3512. 

The next group of burros will 
also be temporarily housed at the 
Argo farm. 

“*They were about to starve to 
death and were denuding the 
country of vegitation,’’ the Argos 
said, noting that the animals have 
made a quick comeback since 
coming to Shelby County.

A 20 percent increase in state 
appropriations means UM facul- 
ty and staff members will receive 
in September their first pay raises 
in two years. 

President Jim Vickrey , 
however, has cautioned the 
University community against ex- 
pectations that the ‘‘hard times’’ 
of recent years are completely 
over.

Sewer issues dominate 


Pelham political talk 


by Bert Seaman 

The sewer system was one of the main topics of 
discussion at a political forum in Pelham last 
Thursday. Candidates for council seats and the of- 
fice of mayor all mentioned the need to expand the 
system. 

However, Mayor Burk Dunaway and Bobby 
Hayes, the man who wants to replace him, have 
different ideas on how to achieve that goal. 

Dunaway told the crowd who filled the 
cafetorium at Valley Elementary School, that 
75-80 percent funding is available from the federal 
government. 

He said that the city is trying to get that money 
which has to be used for plant construction and in- 
stalling truck lines. 

But Hayes thinks the city would do better if a 
private company came in and built a treatment 
plant and provided the service. The city wouldn’t 
have to put any money up front, he said -- only 
guarantee the customers. 

After paying a $500 tap-on fee plus $12.50 in 
monthly payments, residents would have no other 
financial obligations, Hayes said. 

He admitted that the cost would probably in- 
crease slightly after a year or two, but assured the 
audience that the city would have to approve any 
rate increase. 

If the city contracted with a private company, 
Hayes said the company would build a treatment 
plant and buy the existing one. 

But Dunaway noted the difficulty in obtaining a 
permit to discharge waste. He said that when the 
line was installed for K mart, the city could not get 
a permit for discharge into Buck Creek in that 
location. 

Answering a question from the audience on the 
reason the line runs past his house on Lee St., 
Dunaway said it is on a direct line to the only 
discharge point in Industrial Park. 

The recurrent flooding of Bishop Creek was 


another issue brought up by Pelham residents at- 
tending the forum. 

Members of the present administration men- 
tioned that they have recently allocated funds to 
have the creek cleaned. 

Hayes agreed that something needs to be done 
and said that he did not have a solution, but would 
look for one if he is elected. 

Another matter that seemed to be on the minds 
of a number of people pertained to the city park. 

Pelham resident Dottie Crosby pressed council 
members for an accounting of the $750,000 spent 
on the project. 

No one could give an exact rundown on how the 
money had been spent, but councilman Ken 
Maynard said he would be glad to get together 


with Crosby and go over all the receipts if she lik- , 


ed. 

It was reported that $240,000 had gone to pur- 
chase the 40 acres of land and a $75,000 loan had 
been secured to light two ballfields. The hauling of 
topsoil also accounted for a substantial outlay, 
council members said. 

Several members of the audience complained 
that the park should be for the use of everyone, 
not just for ballplayers. 

Park board member and council candidate Roy 
Jowers said that picnic tables have recently been 
installed and that there are plans for a jogging 
track, nature trail, and eventually tennis courts. 

Some of the candidates thought there should be 
restrictions on the number of signs that businesses 
on U.S. 31 should be able to display. Jowers said 
he counted 17 signs at one business. 

Among the other subjects touched on during the 
forum were the city’s water system and the inser- 
tion of fluoride, which will be on the July 10 
ballot. 

Resident Jay Dorrance spoke out against adding 
the substance, saying that studies have shown it to 
be a health hazard.

Six-day fire burns on Potato Patch Mt.

A fire on Potato Patch Moun- 
tain was finally brought under 
control after six days of 
firefighters working around the 
clock. 
County forester Daryl Lawson 


said he suspects the blaze was ig- 
nited by lightning on Saturday, 
June 23. 

The fire burned some 380 
mountainous acres located bet- 
ween County 43 and Twin Pines 
Conference Center, southwest of 


the Sterrett-Vandiver area. 

The area is prone to such fires 
because of the abundance of 
pine, said Lawson. Efforts to 
control the fire were hampered, 
he said, because of the isolation 
and inaccessability of the area. 


“‘After our pilot flew over the 
site, we knew we would have 
trouble gaining access to it, due 
to the lack of roads in the area,”’ 
Lawson said. 

The terrain held one advantage

hours, but no one had noticed the gray form hanging from the top 
shelf of the cabinet containing file folders of court records. 

The bat was one of approximately a dozen that have been found in 
and around the courthouse in recent weeks. 

None of the bats tested have had rabies. 

Probate Judge Tommy Snowden says that he is going to call an ex- 
terminator to see if the bats can be eliminated. 

When holes in the eaves of the courthouse were patched, the bats 
were unable to get back to their accustomed roosting place, says coun- 
ty maintenance supervisor Top Glenn. He thinks that’s why so many 
are being found in and around the courthouse. 

Besides the one discovered in the downstairs office, bats have also 
been found in courtrooms and one was found by the water cooler in 
the hallway outside Judge Harold Walden’s office. 

Snowden reports finding a bat on the floor just outside his office 
when he was working one evening earlier this year. 

Courthouse janitor Wayne Jones says that he has also killed bats on 
the front porch and in the side yard of the courthouse. 

County employee Kate Davis first saw the bat lying on the lawn last 
week. She says she looked up from her desk in the probate office to 
see a young boy touching the bat. 

That bat was not tested for rabies. But another grounded bat found 
Friday next door to the courthouse, behind the Shelby County 
Reporter office, was sent to a Birmingham laboratory for rabies 
testing. 

The results were negative. 

Shelby County Humane Society Director Anne Speakman says that 
rabies is on the increase. It’s been predicted, she says, the peak year 
will be 1985 or 1986. 

Besides bats, some of the most common carriers of rabies are foxes, 
skunks, and raccoons. 

If county pet owners would have their animals vaccinated against 
rabies, it would go a long way toward controlling the disease, 
Speakman reports. 

As it is, Speakman says only about 10 percent of the pet owners 
receive the shots. 

‘*State law requires that pets get rabies vaccination after three mon- 
ths of age,’’ Speakman said, ‘‘but the law is not enforced.’’ 

‘*I wonder if a child has to be bitten and die before people will act?”’ 
Speakman asked. 

Rabies may also be contacted by touching a rabid animal if the in- 
dividual gets the disease germ in a cut or scratch or if they rub their 
eyes. 

In February, a Pelham child was bitten by a rabid cat and under- 
went a series of expensive treatments. 

Speakman says that a Montgomery County animal control officer is

Sen. Chip Bailey of Dothan has compiled a 
dismal record thus far in trying to raise the legal 
drinking age in Alabama to 21. He introduced 
legislation to do that in the 1984 Regular Ses- 
sion on two occasions. Both bills died. he tried 
again in the special session with the same 


results. 


But he is now optimistic that despite this 0-3 
mark, he will win the next time around. He is 
confident because of the action of Congress last 
week in passing a measure which proposes to 
withhold highway funds from states which do 
not have a 21-year old drinking age. 

**I believe many of the legislators who have 
opposed the bill in the past will now have to 
consider the loss of highway revenue, and how 
that could cost us millions of dollars,’’ Bailey 


said. 


Bailey said his concern about the drinking 
age did not develop until he had seen some 
statistics of alcohol-related accidents among 
young people. He said there had been a 50 per- 
cent increase in such accidents involving 18-to- 
21-year-olds since Alabama lowered the legal 
drinking age in 1975 from 21 to 19.

Eighteen years as an Alabama State Trooper gave Robert 
Kendrick plenty of time to think. 

The Calera man thought about religion. He thought about 
helping other people. He also thought about inventions he 
wanted to build. 

Since retiring from the troopers earlier this year, the 52-year- 
old Kendrick has worked on some of these inventions. While 
they aren’t technically complicated, they could have an impact 
on a world growing short of natural resources. 

Kendrick is working on a device which uses gravity to generate 
pollution free power. He is working on a special wheelchair that 
can help a crippled person exercise. 

He is even working on improving the gasoline combustion 
engine without tampering with its carburetor. 

As a new source of electric power, Kendrick is working on 
what could be called a perpetual motion fly-wheel device. 

“‘The more educated people are, the more they say it can’t 
work,’’ Kendrick laughs at his critics, ‘‘But when somone says it

can’t be done, that makes me want to work on it that much more 
to show it can be done.’ 

Kendrick doesn’t want his latest ideas stolen, and is cautious 
about publishing too much information on them. 

Once he figured a way to cut a piece of wood so it could be 
folded out to make unique baskets, purses and boxes. When he 
tried to patent the idea -- after giving a few samples away -- 
someone beat him to the punch, so now he’s more secretive. 

But Kendrick’s religous beliefs, his love for others, and the 
care he put into law enforcement, are not secret. It’s also no 
secret that he designed and built a round prayer hut on County 
63 in Calera, and a round ‘‘experimental’’ home in his own 
backyard. 

Kendrick built his round chapel on the corner of County 63 to 
house the Lord’s Prayer inscribed on a millstone. The little 
chapel has no door to close -- so people can’t be shut out -- and is 
open to all religious groups. 

“If a person doesn’t do anything but go in it to read the 
Lord’s Prayer, that’s enough,’’ Kendrick says. ‘‘That’s one of 
the most complete prayers one can say. A man can chew it up 
and pray about everything he needs.”’ 

Kendrick insists that he is not a Christian in the accepted sense 
of the word. He says he is not a minister either. 

“*!’m just a man with Christian beliefs,’’ he explains. Since the 
world is full of ministers, it’s what you do one-on-one that 
counts.”’ 

Kendrick says that his beliefs came about slowly, and they 
were not always strong. 

‘*] was raised to go to church but I got away from it.’’ He 
recalls days when he used to gamble, and that he once made nine 
straight passes in rolling dice. 

**But in the troopers there was a lot of time to think while 
looking out for the law. I came to the point that one day God 
proved to me that He is, even though I’ve never seen Him.’’ 

‘*] had needs in my life. I read my scriptures. I had problems 
and I prayed. God answered my prayers in that my problems 
have vanished.”’ 

All this led to the construction of the public chapel, but that 
didn’t mark the end of Kendrick’s Christian one-on-one work 
with his fellow man, 

Kendrick and his wife Grace have a 23-year-old daughter, 
Rebecca, and two adopted daughters, Tammy 19, and Elaine, 
17, 

When they saw the tragedy of the people in Vietnam after the

What is probably the oldest 
inscribed tombstone from this 
area will become a permanent 
display in the new Shelby 
County Museum and Ar- 
chives. 

Oddly enough, the man’s 
death date inscribed on the 
chunk of stone is the county’s 
birth date: February 7, 1818. 

The tombstone was actually 
discovered in 1976 by former 
Alabaster resident Barry 
Hocutt who now lives in Loui- 
siana.

The croaking of the frogs carried from the woods across the wet 
field. 

If frogs are capable of such a thing as happiness, these are happy 
frogs, I thought last Friday evening as I walked towards my garden. 

The dry spell is over for now. The frogs are getting the water they 
need. So is this first-time-ever, crazy garden of mine, and, I hope, 
everybody’s garden. 

I had been relieved when Diane and I returned from a family reu- 
nion in Kentucky the week before to find that we’d gotten a couple of 
good rains in our part of the county. 

Then, Friday afternoon while I was at work, it had rained -- rained 
hard. Good, | thought, stepping around a large branch that had blown 
out of the chinaberry tree, soft ground squishing under my tennis 
shoes. My corn won’t be dry corn chips, after all. 

But something was wrong when I looked at my veggie patch. It was 
sO wrong that it took me a moment to spot it. 

The rain I was so thankful for, and the wind that accompanied it, 
had blown over most of the six-foot tall corn plants I had been wat- 
ching over and weeding in great anticipation. 

Mother Nature had toppled the stalks like so many wet dominoes. 
They lay in two rows, each stalk folded at the base so that its roots 
stuck up in the air and its long green leaves mired in the mud.

Communist takeover, the Kendricks opened their home to 18 
young adults from that country. 

The Kendricks provided the young Vietnamese with a place to 
stay, clothes and food. After they learned to speak English, Ken- 
drick helped them get jobs. 

“*I wanted my daughter Rebecca to be an attorney and I sent 
her to the University of Montevallo,’’ Kendrick recounted. 

“She wanted an apartment of her own,” he smiles. “I said no 
way papa can afford that, I’ll build a nice one over my shop. 

“*I started building and by the time I got it finished I saw a 
show about the boat people.”’ 

Kendrick said he called the Catholic Services Organization and 
he took in three young Vietnamese men. They lived in the apart- 
ment he had built for his daughter and she stayed in her old 
room. 

When he learned of the plight of other family members still in 
Vietnam, Kendrick opened his home to 11 more Vietnamese, 
and eventually the group increased to 18. 

“One lady gave us $50,’’ Kendrick smiles. ‘‘A lot of folks 
thought we were getting rich on those kids. They had to be fed 
and clothed and all they had were the clothes on their backs.”’ 

Now the young men and women are scattered all over the 
country, Kendrick noted. 

“I’m very proud of them,’’ he says. ‘‘They write, call and 
come over all the time just like my own kids.’’ 

Following the construction of the unusually shaped prayer 
house, Kendrick decided to build a round home of his own. 

The house includes two floors and is made of a special, 
lightweight shale cement. Materails cost him about $12,000. 

The strange home -- windows made of 22-inch truck 
wheels fitted with glass -- is practical in several ways. 

A fan in the center of the uper roof sucks all the hot air out in 
two or three minutes. A fan in the lower floor also keeps cool air 
circulated. 

The ground level includes a living room, kitchen, bathroom 
and bedroom. The upstairs, (reached by way of a spiral stair- 
case) has room for two bedrooms and includes a half bath. 

**You can build a house like this cheaper than a conventional 
home,’’ Kendrick says. 

Kendrick worked as a state trooper from 1964 until Feburary 
of this year. 

‘*They didn’t even have a uniform for me when I started,’ he 

o. remembers. ‘‘I went to work with a uniformed trooper and after 
} I worked on the road with him for two weeks, they sent me for

two weeks of training. 

**Now they give you 12 weeks of intensive training before they 
ever put you on the road.”’ 

Kendrick smiles about the fact his first uniform was oversized 
and laughs heartily about some of the situations being a trooper 
put him in. 

‘*Drunks will do some of the craziest things and they’ll get you 
tickled,’’ he remembers. 

‘One night on Alabama 70 I followed a car that was running 
along the shoulder of the road so far that it was about to turn 
over. 

“*I turned my blue light on and got the siren going. Up the last 
hill, he finally stopped with the car still about to turn over. I ask- 
ed him for his driver’s license and he said, ‘Just a minute, I’ve 
got sense enough not to drive on the road drunk, that’s why I’m 
on the shoulder.’’’ 

But life as a trooper was not funny much of the time. 

*‘One of the most tragic things I never got used to was notify- 
ing someone of a fatality in a traffic accident. You don’t use the 
words, killed or dead. You only say they were seriously injured 
and let them (family members being told) bring it out.’’ 

Kendrick remembers one lady who started screaming and 
kicking at him because he brought news of her husband’s death. 

“That tears me up,’’ Kendrick says. ‘‘I’ve been told not to 
show emotion but when people start to cry, I cry with them.”’ 

Kendrick now works on his inventions and spends spare time 
repairing a wrecked mobile home. He says he and his wife are 
going to spend his retirement travelling.

Brochure wins state award 


You know something is work- 
- ing when it gets results. 

The 1983-84 brochure put out 
by Shelby Youth Services and At- 
tention Home has done just that. 

It tells the story of the services 
rendered by the agencies in sucha 
compelling way that the public 
has responded with contributions 
of time and money. 

That’s not all. The design and 
content of the brochure pro- 
moting the Alabaster based agen- 
cies has won it a statewide 
award. 

That honor was especially 
gratifying to Tom Kimbrough, 
whose advertising agency provid- 
ed its services to produce the 
brochure at no cost. 

Kimbrough spread the credit 
around for the prize winning 
brochure, calling it a team effort. 
He noted that the graphic service 
was supplied by Frank Rikard, 
while the copywriting assistance 
of Ann Halpern and the printing 
were done at cost by Commercial 
Printing Company. 

The competition in which the 
brochure was entered is spon- 
sored by the Alabama Media 
Women. 

It was his intention in putting 
the brochure together, Kim- 
brough explained, to educate the 
public to the vital services per- 
formed by the agencies and to 


issue a call for action to keep 
them in operation. 

The brochure is designed with 
a perforated section that makes it 
easy for a person to send in a con- 
tribution or to offer their ser- 
vices. 

The pamphlet notes that the 
A-home can keep a young person 
for $179.60 for an entire year, as 
opposed to the $22,000 it cost at a 
correctional facility. 

Kimbrough said that after 
reading the brochure, a friend of 
his wrote a check for $179.60. 
Home director Brenda Lee Rice 
said that she has received a 
number of checks for that 
amount since the brouchure came 
out. 

Other information in the 
brouchure points out that the 
goal of Shelby Youth Services is 
to return each child to the 
mainstream of a normal environ- 
ment as a productive and active 
citizen in the community. These 
services, the brochure stresses, 
are not met by any other agency. 

The problems of young people 
served by the home and SYS, 
range from school truancy and 
problems at home, to petty theft 
and drugs. 

An index of the brochure’s ef- 
fectiveness, Rice pointed out, is 
the agency’s budget. ‘‘For the 
first time,’’ she noted, ‘‘we’ve 


Attention Home funded 


The United Way has ten- 
tatively approved an alloca- 
tion of more than $32,000 to 
Shelby Youth Services and At- 
tention Home.

Tempers flare in Columbiana 
after baseball bat incident 


by Bert Seaman 

There was more than firecrackers popping in 
Columbiana on the Fourth of July. 

Henry Higgins reportedly caught two youths 
around some automobiles at a repair garage he 
owns on the State 25 by-pass in Columbiana. 
Police say that Higgins hit one of the youths with 
a baseball bat. 

The Tuesday night incident led to several fights 
and skirmishes betweeen friends of Higgins and 
friends of the youth, and threatened to erupt into 
more serious violence on Wednesday, July 4. 

However, the impending confrontation between 
the two groups -- one black, the other white -- was 
averted by the presence of lawmen from a number 
of agencies. 

The fuse to the potentially explosive situation 
was lit Tuesday around 8 p.m. when, according to 
Columbiana Police Chief Howell Horn, Higgins 
found the two youths ‘‘fooling around’’ some cars 
at his garage. Horn reported: 

After giving chase and catching the boys, Hig- 
gins hit one of them several times with a bat. 

The youth was reportedly not seriously injured, 
and released from the hospital after being treated 


Meantime, friends of the youth’s family con- 
fronted Higgins about the incident. Higgins then 
called some of his friends from Shelby which led 
to several disturbances at various locations in the 
community. 

The situation came to a head Wednesday even- 
ing when Higgins’ friends congregated at the 
deserted Strickland Chevrolet building at the in- 
tersection of the 25 bypass and State 70. 

A group of the youth’s family’s 
gathered at a ballfield down the road. 

Altogether there were about 100 people, but the 
impending confrontation was kept in check by 
lawmen on the scene. 

The mother of the injured youth filed a warrant 
for assault 3rd degree against Higgins, 30, of Col- 
umbiana. 

Higgins filed a 
against her son. 

After his arrest, Higgins was released on a $300 
bond. Authorities are not allowed to release any 
information on the youth. 

The two nights of heated tension drew lawmen 
from Columbiana, Wilsonville, Calera, Alabaster, 
Pelham and Helena, as well as the Shelby County

Submitted plan would cut 
county into five districts

The Shelby County Democratic Conference 
presented a plan to the Shelby County Commis- 
sion, Monday, to divide of the county into five 
districts. 

The plan -- presented by incoming Montevallo 
councilman George Dailey, who works for the 
county board of education -- would be used for 
the election of county commissioners on an in- 
dividual district basis, instead of the current coun- 
tywide election method. 

County Commissioner John Ames responded 
that such a plan would, in effect, change Shelby 
County’s form of government and would be sub- 
ject to a vote of the people. 

Currently, Shelby County has four district com- 
missioners who are elected countywide. They are 
chaired by the county’s probate judge, Tommy 
Snowden, who serves in a dual probate office/- 
county commission capacity. 

Under the proposed plan, the commission 
would be tranformed into a five-man body with 
the chairman merely being another commissioner. 

‘*You are aware that the Justice Department has 
ruled voting at large unconstitutional,’’ Dailey 
said in explaining the need for individual districts. 
‘It dilutes strengths and causes each of you 
gentlemen to have to run countywide.” 

He suggested that commissioners running in in- 
dividual district elections would not only help 
blacks get better representation but it would make 
elections cheaper for candidates. 

County commissioners pointed out that the pro- 
spect of districts has been previously discussed. 

Snowden added that since beat and box changes 
will have to be examined, those changes and 
districte chanld he considered at one time. 


Dailey’s insisted, however, that the Democratic 
Conference plan is not based on beats and boxes 
but 1980 census tracts. 

He presented census based figures showing how 
five districts of about 13,259 people could be 
created with a variance of no more than 265 peo- 
ple in each. a 

Dailey also presented county commissioners 
with a proposed five-district map based on the 
census figures. Under the Democratic Conference 
plan:, District 1 would take in Pelham and the 
North Shelby County area from U.S. 31 to U.S. 
280, and and would include 13,208 people. 

District 2 would include 13,259 people in the 
Riverchase, Helena area. 

District 3 would include 13,259 people in the 
Alabaster, Columbiana, Shelby areas.,; 

eDistrict 4 would include 13,400 people in 
Wilsonville, Harpersville, Vincent, Sterrett, Van- 
diver, Dunnavant and Shoal Creek. 

District 5 would include 13,172 people in the 
Montevallo, Calera areas. 

Dailey told commissioners that if they approved 
his plan, office holders would remain in place un- 
til their individual seats came up for election. 

He said the plan would also require approval by 
the state legislature. 

‘‘We feel that every citizen should be given the 
opportunity to take full advantage of the one- 
man, one-vote theory,’’ Dailey said. ‘‘County 
commissioners should be elected by the people 
whom they are going to represent.”’

Road work hits rocky delay 


by Fred Guarino 

Butts & Billingsley Construc- 
tion Company of Childersburg is 
running out of time on its oil 
windfall road projects in Shelby 
County. 

County Engineer Gary Ray 
told county commissioners Mon- 
day that he intends to charge the 
company for any late work. But 
he also indicated that the county 
and the construction company 
are headed for a fight before the 
state highway department. 

Butts & Billinsley has filed a 
complaint to the state highway 
department against Shelby Coun- 
ty over the base rock the county 
provided for the projects. 

Ray said the company was 
given 45 days to complete 20 road 
projects. Although he credited 
the company for completing pro- 
jects accounting for 75 percent of 
the cost, Ray said the company Is 
within three days of over running 
the time limit. 

As of Monday morning, 14 
projects were incomplete. 

Ray said Butts & Billingsley is 
complaining that the base rock 
provided by the county was too 
large. In an effort to seek extra 
time and compensation for the 
contract, Ray said the company 
contends the rock actually slowed 
its progress. 

“‘We will go to the state with 
our claim (late work) and they 
will go with theirs,’’ Ray said. 
‘*Everyone was aware of what the 
the material was like, and we 
have documentation. 

He pointed out that the pro- 
cessing of base rock was included 
in the Butts & Billingsley con- 
tract, and that the county told the 
company what the base rock 
material was like. 

Following Monday’s commis- 
sion meeting, however, a Butts & 
Billingsley representative ex- 
pounded on his company’s posi- 
tion. 

‘‘We are working on the roads 
now,’’ Randy Billingsley told the 
Reporter, ‘‘but what is in the 
plans and what we had to do are 
different.’’ 

‘*‘To do the work, you're not 
supposed to use rock larger than 
three inches. Yet we are finding 
eight and ten inch boulders the 
county had dumped,”’ Billingsley 
said. 

As of Monday, the following 
projects to be performed by Butts 
& Billingsley were still in- 
complete: 

An unpaved road connecting 
County 440 with County 439 in 
Chelsea Estates; an unpaved road 
south off U.S. 280 and across 
from County 62; an unpaved ex- 
tension of County 51 (Yellowleaf 
Creek);

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Alabama Scene

It would not be an overstatement to say that 
that the police chief of Birmingham is no fan of 
the Alabama Ethics Commission. In fact, the 
chief, Arthur Deutcsh, has threatened to sue 
the Commission members if they don’t retract 
some of the unkind things they said about him, 

This is but the latest chapter in a bizarre story 
which at times has taken on the aspects of a 
soap opera. It all started a couple of years ago 
when Deutcsh, a hard-nosed veteran of the New 
York Police Department, was hired as Birm- 
ingham’s chief. 


So anxious were some of Birmingham’s 
business leaders in convincing Deutcsh he had 
made the right decision, they decided to give his 
wife some ‘“‘welcome to Birmingham’’ gifts. 
They were rather nice gifts -- a 26.5 cubic foot 
refrigerator, stove, dishwasher, disposal, trash 
compactor and a power lawn mower. Not ex- 
actly your customary ‘‘welcome wagon’’ gifts. 

Later, when Deutcsh decided to buy a home 
in Birmingham, yet another businessman -- an 
insurance executive -- loaned him the money to 
buy the house -- at 9 percent interest. That was 
several points below the going rate. 

When all of this Southern Hospitality came 
to light, the Ethics Commission was asked to 
investigate to determine if the Police Chief had 
violated the law. After a two-month investiga- 
tion, the Commission concluded that Deutcsh 


had not broken the law because he did not 
make any promises to do any favors to those 
who had done him the favors. 

But after clearing him of any wrong-doing, 
the Commission proceeded to sharply rebuke 
him for his ‘‘poor judgment.’’ 

“The Commission is disturbed that he 
(Deutcsh) did not see the possible damage to 
public confidence,’’ the Commission said. ‘‘He 
should have known that having once accepted 
the gifts it wouid be difficult for him to censure 
or reprimand anyone under his supervision for 
accepting anything of value.’’ 

It was this reprimand that angered Deutcsh. 
He has demanded through his legal counsel that 
the Commission retract the statements which 
were critical of him. 

Ironically, while Deutcsh was angered by the 
ruling because it was too tough on him, there 
were others who were displeased because the 
ruling appeared to open the door for any and 
all public officials to accept gifts. Whether the 
ruling will result in any change of policy in 
other cities remains to be seen, but it obviously 
won’t change in Montgomery. 

Montgomery Mayor Emory Folmar said he 
had a policy that ‘‘nobody accept nothing from 
nobody’’, and when asked what action he 
would take if someone in his city government 
had done what Deutcsh had done, Folmar had 
ay reply: ‘‘I’d fire the living hell out of

Alabaster says yes to sewer; 
approves Kingwood project

Owners of the Peavine Trailer Park and 
residents of Kingwood subdivision both got what 
they wanted from the Alabaster council last week. 
The trailer park will be allowed to hook onto the 
city’s sewer system and Kingwood’s Royalty Drive 
will be paved.

City attorney Sonny Cowill said he did not 
believe there would be any problems with the con- 
tract, indicating it would be signed as soon as the 
legal description of the property is completed. 

Kingwood residents were told the long awaited 
project of paving the dirt section of Royalty drive 
is finally being taken care of. 

Bids to do the work are being taken and a con- 
tract will be awarded at the next meeting. 


Louie Wilson, whose daughter and son-in-law 
own the Peavine trailer court, approached the 
council earlier this year to see if the park could 
hook onto the sewer system. 

He said that Margaret and Eugene Allen will 
build the two lift stations with two pumps, which 
will cost between $50,000-$100,000, but he wanted 
the city to assume the maintenance of the equip- 
ment. 

Councilman Cal McCune said he saw no reason 
for there to be a contract between a citizen and the 
city for sewer service. But mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ 
Rubin thought the city needed a means of protec- 
tion against unreasonable expense. 


Conwill says the contract ensures the size of the 
area being served to protect other residents on the 
system, and gives the city the right to inspect the 
installation and see that it is operating properly.

If everthing is functioning properly after a 
year’s time, the city will assume the operating cost 
and maintenance of the new equipment. 

R.C. Walton, the city’s supervisor of the 
sewerage treatment plant, told the Reporter he 
does not feel the city is able to assume that cost at 
the present time. 

He said that the system does not bring in 
enough money, explaining that the sewer charge 
for residences is 75 percent of the water bill in- 
stead of the recommended 100 percent.

Pelham council restructures 
fine schedule for local crimes

Persons who habitually break 
laws in Pelham could find their 
offenses costing them more. 


Based on the recommendation 
of municipal judge Brad Bishop, 
the city council last week agreed 
to change all currently establish- 
ed city fines to minimum status. 

That means that instead of 
having no choice but to fine an 
offender a set amount, Bishop 
may now use previous fines mere- 
ly as a starting point. He can 
hand out stiffer fines when he 
deems it necessary. 

In the past, Pelham speeders 
were fined a flat $20 plus court 
cost. Now, with the change in the 
city fine schedule, $20 will be on- 
ly the minimum amount Bishop 
can charge. 

Bishop requested the action to 
put all city fines on minimum 
status because established fines 
limited his ability to deal with 
repeat offenders. 

The increase in city fines might 
have the effect of a one-two- 


punch on Pelham offenders. The 
action comes at a time when the 


state has already increased court 
costs. 

Court clerk Neal Lambert said 
the state raised traffic violation 
court costs from $19 to $21.50 
and, it raised court costs for non- 
moving violations from $22 to 
$32. 

Among other fines which now 
reflect only the minimum 
amounts Pelham can charge are: 
$300 for driving under the in- 


fluence (DUI); $100 for driving 
while suspended; $20 for driving 
with an expired tag; 

Fifty dollars for the first of- 
fense of writing a worthless 
check; $115 for theft of property 
in the third degree; $25 for drink- 
ing in public; and $25 for 
violating the city’s dog control 
ordinance. 

At the council meeting set for 
next Monday, city engineer Paul 
Yeager is expected to report on 
the possible construction of a 


new bridge on Bearden Road. 

The report initially was 
scheduled for last week’s 
meeting, but had to be postponed 
because Yeager was unable to 
meet with county engineer Gary 
Ray. 

At a recent council meeting, 
area residents indicated a desire 
to see a new, wider based bridge 
on the county road in order to 
facilitate the flow of Bishop 
Creek during flooding rains. 

Bearden Road runs _ behind 
Pelham Cemetary and though 
Pelham High School property. 
The road crosses Bishop Creek at 
a point 1,000 feet north of the 
cemetery. 

In addition to promising flood 
control action, such as the clear- 
ing of trees from Bishop Creek, 
the city council also promised 
area residents to at least look into 
the possibility of a new bridge. 

Currently, the county highway 
department working to replace 
bridges with priorities based on 
structural soundness.

On paper, the battle for the farm league sub district All-Star 
championship of Dixie Youth baseball should have been close.

Shoal Creek awaits onslaught

Shoal Creek: designed by Jack Nicklaus, owned by Hall Thomp- 
son and located in the beautiful woodland of North Shelby County. 

Hardly a golfer alive today doesn’t know this exclusive, private 
golf course, located off U.S. 280 on County 41, will host the 1984 
PGA championship this August. 

But for a privileged few, most Shelby County golfers have never 
seen Shoal Creek. 

They wonder exactly what kind of course it is and if pros like Ray 
Floyd, Larry Nelson, David Graham and Lanny Watkins will be 
able to tear it apart. 

And, most wonder what Jack Nicklaus really thinks about it. 

Shoal Creek already is ranked among the top 50 golf courses in 
America by a Golf Digest panel of experts. 

It’s 7,145 yard, par 72 layout was designed to flow with the con- 
tour of the land and to make full use of its namesake body of 
water. 

But when it comes to describing Shoal Creek in his own words, 
Nicklaus shows a conservative but confident attitude. 

On one hand, he admits readily that there are no severe penalties 
designed into any of the holes. On the other, he touts highly the 
course’s ability to test a golfer. 

‘Shoal Creek is not the most difficult course - it wasn’t intended 
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to be,’’ Nicklaus says, ‘‘but it won’t be torn apart...”’ 

He indicates his confidence in the course’s ability to stand up to 
the level of PGA play by predicting the 1984 championship will be 
won with a score of 276. 

If true, such a score would put Shoal Creek in good company. 
Riviera Country Club, which hosted the PGA in 1983, saw Hal Sut- 
ton win with score of 274. 

The 1982 PGA championship at Southern Hills was won by Ray- 
mond Floyd with a score of 272. 

Too, based on Nicklaus’ words, one would suspect Shoal Creek 
to offer more surprises than most observers expect. 

‘‘Rach hole has it own difficulties, and the object is to perform 
the golf shots according to the exam,” Nicklaus says. 

When it comes to quality Nicklaus holds nothing back about 
Shoal Creek. 

‘*None of the courses currently in the top 10 has been laid out in 
the past 50 years but perhaps only about three or four of them 
deserve to be there. Shoal Creek certainly qualifies,’’ he says. 

But what about the layout itself? 

Shoal Creek is lenient on the first hole. A 409-yard, par four 
features bunkers to the left, guarding a narrow landing area but a 
good tee shot will require only a short iron shot to a fairly small 
green. 

The second hole is a picturesque, 424-yard, par four dogleg right 
to a long undulating green. A large bunker guards the front and left 
the green. Club selection will be important on the second shot. 

The third hole is a 530-yard, par five that must be played like a 
‘*Z* because of strategically placed fairway bunkers. 

Long hitters can get home in two but accuracy must accompany 
length. The long green is level and protected on both sides. 

Hole number four is a 458-yard, par four, devoid of bunkers. 
The second shot calls for a long iron to an elevated green with some 
demanding pin positions. 

Number five is a 189-yard, par three, played slightly downhill 
against a mountain backdrop. The deep green is fronted by a pond 
and guarded on the right by a bunker. 

The sixth hole is a 54-yard, par five through which Shoal Creek 
both meanders and crosses twice before the green. 

The seventh hole is a 443-yard, par four with a fairly narrow lan- 
ding area and bunkered left. An extremely deep green of almost 50 
yards could mean a difference of as many as three clubs on the se- 
cond shot. 

Hole number eight is just a 177-yard, par three but it’s not easy. 
It features water on the front and left, bunkers at the front and rear 
and a green which offers several demanding pin positions. 

The nineth hole is a 428-yard, par four that doglegs left. 
Bunkered right at the turn, a golfer will have to hit anything from a 
three to a seven iron to one of the most difficult greens on the 
course. A lake forms a halter around the green. 

Number 10 is a straight 415-yard, par four boardered by Shoal 
Creek and trees on the right and even more threes on the left. It 
features a three level green. 

Number 11 is a par five that is reachable in two but with water 
front, right and back, and a large bunker left. The green is multi- 
leveled and presents several unique pin placements. 

The1~ hole is a 452-yard, par four and is the only hole at Shoal 
Creek that plays uphill. Trees on the right and a large bunker to the 
left guard the driving zone. 

Number 13 is another 177-yard, par three which is played over a 
valley to a plateau green, guarded by bunkers, right, front and left. 

The 14th hole is the shortest par four at Shoal Creek (383-yards). 
It also is one of the most beautiful holes on the course with Double 
Oak Mountain as its backdrop The small green on this hole is 
guarded by bunkers on both sides. 

The 15th hole is considered to be a short par four but it is more 
testing than number 14. The approach shot has to be played over a 
valley to a green cut into a hillside. 

Number 16 is a downhill, 197-yard, par three with a green guard- 
ed by bunkers on either side and in the back. 

The 17th hole is a 539-yard, par five with a waterfall in front of a 
fairly shellow green. 

The finishing 18th hole is a 446-yard, par four with a narrow lan- 
ding area and bunker to the right. The green has water to the left 
and slightly front, bunkers left, rear and right front, with a deep 
swale dividing the putting surface. 

But after all is said and done, only the pros, who arrive in Shelby 
County this August, will determine how tough or weak Shoal Creek 

reallv is.

Collum and Turner proved all 
electrical supplies and donated all 
the labor needed for the installa- 
tion of electrical equipment. 

According to Vick, the 
building on U.S. 25 in Calera was 
quickly becoming over crowded. 

With an enrollment of 40 per- 
sons and a staff of eight, one 
class of ten was held in a 
10x12-foot room, he said. 

**Expansion was 
unavoidable,’’ Vick said, ‘’but 
funds were a problem,”’ 

He reported that letters and 
phone calls to local businesses 
eased the funding barrier and 
resulted in three-classroom addi- 
tion. 

“*Now,”’ he said, ‘‘as soon as 
we add flooring and insulation 
we will be able to move in.”’

Calera puts railway on track 


In the not too distant future, 
Shelby Countains should be able 
to take a train ride into the past. 

They will follow a_ historic 
route used by early county 
residents which ran from Calera 
to Shelby, 

The nostalgic trip will begin 
and end on an eight-mile railroad 
track owned and operated by the 
Calera-Shelby Railroad. 


The line will be part of a 
railroad museum and attraction, 
wholey owned by the Heart of 
Dixie Railroad Club. 

The trip will begin when a train 


rolls out of an authentic 1890's 
depot in Calera, and rumbles 
along what some may remember 
as the old L&N Mineral Route. 

Modern maps of Shelby Coun- 
ty show the track as part of the 
Seaboard System. 

The museum will be based in 
Calera in the realistic setting of 
the old Wilton Depot. There, 
tourist will find an ample supply 
of railroad atifacts and history, a 
ticket office, waiting room and 
antique telegraph office. 

This trip into the past is still 
only a dream of the future for 
now. But, hard work has begun 


r 


to make it a reality. 

According to Calera Mayor 
Carl Prichard, the first phase of 
the project will involve the 
remodeling of the loading line 
and storage tracks in Calera. 
When that’s complete, some 30 
old box cars and three 
locomotives (now sitting in Birm- 
ingham) will grace the Calera- 
Shelby railyard. 

The second phase will be to 
complete the storage yard, to 
build a repair shop and water 
tower, and to complete the eight- 
mile track to Shelby.

under way to restore the old 
Wilton Depot to the glory of 
those which graced railroad 
tracks 90 years ago. The depot 
was moved earlier this year from 
Wilton to the museum site in 
southeast Calera. 

Two weeks ago work started 
on the replacement of the first 
railroad ties for the first cutout 
switch from the main line into the 
museum’s main yard. 

The old main line now run’s by 
Calera’s city shop building, and 
Prichard said the cutout switch is 
located off an as yet unopened 
9th Street off State 25.

incorporation records of the county, 
wills and records of adoptions, 
legitimations, marriage licenses, pro- 
bate records, administrator's ac- 
counts, tax sales, UCC’s and 
historical documents. 

(b) Equipment necessary and 
sultable to prepare, index and contain 
the microphotographed records. 

Section 3. Installation and 
Maintenance of System. The Judge of 
Probate is hereby authorized to pro- 
vide for the Installation and thereafter 
for tha maintenance of an improved 
recording and index system in the 
Probate offices of the county. The In- 
ital installation of the improved 
recording and index system shall in- 
clude the following: 

(a) The acquisition of the equip- 
ment provided for inclause (b) of the 
definition hereinabove set forth of an 
Improved recording system; 

(b) the microphotographing and fil- 
ing In drawers, cabinets and other 
receptacies of the public records of 
all real property instruments, per- 
sonal property instruments, and 
miscellaneous Instruments that are 
of record in the probate office of the 
county on the effective installation 
date and of any other thon existing 
records in the probate offices or in 
the courthouse; 

(c) the establishment of pro- 
cedures for the continued 
microphotographing, indexing and fil- 
ing of all instruments and records 
that will, after the effective installa- 
tion date, constitute a part of the im- 
proved recording system; 

(d) the initial installation of the im- 
proved recording and index system 
shall be performed by a person or per- 
sons, firm or corporation engaged in 
fecords management business and 
experienced in setting up county 
records; and such initial installation 
shall be supervised and inspected by 
a person who is experienced In hand!- 
ing records pertaining to abstracts 
and title, Following its installation in 
the county, the improved recording 
and index system shall be thereafter 
maintained in the county and ali real 
property instruments, general proper- 
ty Instruments and property 
instruments and other documents 
and records herein provided to con- 
stitute a part of said system, that may 
be thereafter filed for record in the 
probate office of the county shall be 
photographed and recorded in accor- 
dance with the aforesaid improved 
recording and index system. Each 
real property instrument and each 
personal property instrument shall be 
Operative as a record from the time of 
its delivery to the Judge of Probate of 
the county, In accordance with the 
provisions of existing law, including 
particularly Section 354-59 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 4. Official and Permanent 
Records, On and after the effective in- 
stallation date, the 
microphotographic copies of all in- 
struments and records provided 
herein to be microphotographed and 
computer indexed shall constitute 
the official record of such in- 
struments for the purposes of Sec- 
tions 35-4-50 and 35-4-90 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, and all other laws 
applicable to the recording of any of 
such Instruments and for all other 
purposes; and the record of real pro- 
perty instruments, personal property 
instruments, miscellaneous in- 
struments, 
and other documents and records 
that may be microphotographed pur- 
suant to the provisions of the act, 
made in books prior to the effective 
installation date shall not thereafter 
constitute official records. Following 
the effective installation date, real 
property instruments, personal pro- 
perty instruments, and other 
documents and records provided 
herein to be microphotographed and 
computer indexed shall no longer be 
recorded in books. 

Section 5. Applicability of Existing 
Laws. All provisions of the laws of 
Alabama with respect to the recor- 
ding of real property instruments, 
personal property instruments, 
general property instruments, 
miscellaneous instruments, and 
other instruments and records that 
may constitute part of an improved 
recording and index system installed 
hereunder (including but without 
limitation to the provisions of Sec- 
tlona 35-4-50 and 35-4-90 and Section 
12-13-43 of the Code of Alabarna 1975, 
and the provisions of all statutes 
respecting the filing and recording of 
notices or statements of liens of any 
kind, notices of Lis Pendens, declara- 
tions of claims or exemption, cer- 
tificates of judgment, or plats or 
maps showing subdivisions of real 


estate) that are not inconsistent with. 


the provisions of this act shall con- 
tinue In effect with respect to an im- 
proved recording system installed 
hereunder, the recording of in- 
struments therein, and the duties of 
the Judge of Probate with respect 
thereto. 

Section 6. installation of System 
and/or Services Deemed Necessary 
for the Operation of the Probate Ot- 
fices To Be Paid Out of Special 
Recording Fees and Proceeds of War- 
rants, The initial installation costs 
shall be paid entirely out of the said 
special recording fees. Nothing con- 
tained in this section, however, shall 
prohibit the county from using any 


part of Its own funds for the purpose 
of paying the cost of operating and 
maintaining, after the initial instalia- 
tion, any improved recording system 
installed pursuant to the provisions 
of this act. 

Section 7. Special Recording Fees. 
On the first day of the month after the 
date this act becomes applicable to 
Shelby County, a special index fee of 
$3,00 shall be paid to the county, and 
collected by its Judge of Probate, 
with respect to each real property in- 
strument and each personal property 
instrument that may be filed for 
record in the office of said Judge of 
Probate and for the recording of other 
instruments and documents in the 
probate office in the discretion of the 
Judge of Probate of the county, 
and, on and after such date, no such 
instrument shall be received tor 
record in the office of said Judge of 
Prohate unless the Said special index 
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fea of $3.00 is paid thereon, Said 
‘special index fee shall be in addition 
to all other fees, taxes and other 
charges required by law to be paid 
upon the filing for record of any real 
property inatrument or personal pro- 
perty instrument, and for the recor. 
ding of other instruments and 
documents in the probate office in 
the discretion of the Judge of Probate 
of the county. All special index fees 
80 collected shall be paid into a 
special fund of the Judge of Probate, 
These funds shall be used at the 
discretion of the Judge of Probate for 
an improved recording and indexing 
system and/or maintenance and ser- 
vices necessary for the improvement 
of the office of Judge of Probate and 
for the preservation of historical 
records, This special fund shali be 
audited at the same time and in the 
same manner as are other Judge of 
Probate records, 

Section 8. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the act 
is declared invalid or unconstitu- 
tional, such declaration shall not af- 
fect the part which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws 
which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed 

Section 10. This act shall become 
affective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Gover- 
nor, or upon its otherwise becoming a

Perry: threads of education

When Myrtle Perry started driving, you didn’t need a license. 

She has one now, but the 72-year-old Vincent resident says she 
has never taken the road test which is now a requirement. 

When she began driving her father’s Model T to Vincent High 
School during her student days, Perry says she parked in town 
and walked up the hill where the school was then located. 

**I didn’t dare back it around,’’ she remembers. 

After she finished at Vincent High, school was still a long way 
from being finished. Eventually Perry spent 42-years in the 
classroom teaching two generations of students. She ended her 
career ten years ago. 

Some of the students at her last teaching position at Pell City 
High School were the children of her former students, Perry 
says. 

Her first teaching assignment came when she was only 19. She 
had not even finished college at the time. 

Forced to drop out of college after three years because ‘‘times 
were hard,’’ Perry reports taking a position at the little rock 
schoohouse in Westover. She later earned her degree by taking a 
correspondence course from the University of Montevallo 
during two summers. 

Though it was more than 50 years ago when Perry earned her 
first pay check, she still remembers what her monthly salary was 
and how much of that went for room and board. 

**I stayed with the Methodist preacher from Union Church 
and his family, and I paid $12 a month board out of my $65 
salary.’’ 

Her only transportation at the time was her own two feet. So 
Perry set out bright and early every morning to walk the mile 
from the preacher’s home to the stone school. 

After three years in the three grade school, Perry moved on to 
Chelsea where she spent five years teaching sixth grade. 

In 1940, Perry returned to Vincent where she stayed for 17 
years teaching consumer economics and American history. 

For the last 17 years of her career, Perry taught English at Pell 
City High School. But five classes a day of the same subject 
became somewhat boring, she admits. 

One incident she remembers from the Pell City years still 
makes her chuckle. 

As she started to get up and go to the board, her foot caught 
on the base of her swivel chair which sent her sprawling. 

Instead of the laughter she expected, there was dead silence.

She found out later that her students had been too stunned to 
react. They had thought she had a heart attack. 

A busy person all her life, Perry has continued to be active in 
retirement. 

The neatly kept home she shares with her brother attests to the 
fact that she’s a meticulous housekeeper. 

Even when she sitting down, Perry’s hands are still busy, 
working on the needlework she loves to do. 

Reading and working crossword puzzles are other pasttimes 
she enjoys. 

Although television doesn’t take up much of her time, Perry 
says she likes to watch the news. She also likes game shows and 
the former teacher enjoys seeing how many questions she can 
answer.

The funeral for my corn ‘‘crop’’ has been put on hold.

At first, when I discovered that the corn had been blown over, I was 
sure it Was a goner.

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has developed new regula- 
tions concerning funeral industry 
practices. 

The new rule requires 
disclosure of costs by funeral 
providers and_ prohibits 
misrepresentations of state and 
local legal requirements. It also 
prohibits funeral directors from 
making false claims regarding 
preservation, embalming, cash 
advance sales, cremation and re- 
quired purchases. 

In the past, ‘‘packages’’ were 
sold which disclosed only the 
price of the caskets. 

Consumers can now find out 
the cost of individual items over 
the telephone, This will enable in- 
dividuals to make comparative 
choices among funeral providers 
and determine costs and services 
to meet personal needs.

When inquiring in person, a 
list of the services and prices can 
be obtained in writing. The price 
list also discloses important legal 
rights and requirements regar- 
ding arrangements, such as infor- 
mation on embalming, cash ad- 
vances sales (i.e.), caskets for 
cremation, and required pur- 
chases. 

Alabama law requires embalm- 
ing only when transporting the 
deceased across state lines or 
when it is determined to be a 
health hazard. The rule requires 
funeral providers to give con- 
sumers information about em- 
balming so a decision can be 
made whether the service is 
wanted or needed. 

Some consumers may choose 
direct cremation, which is crema- 
tion without a ceremony or view- 
ing of the deceased. 

Funeral directors can offer an 
alternative crematory container 
which can be less expensive such 
as an unfinished wood box. 
These must be made available 
and all disclosures regarding the 
cremation process must be state 
in writing. 

After the selection of all ser- 
vices, funeral providers must fur- 
nish an itemized statement of all

Three commissioners plan to blockade 
Snowden’s recording, indexing fee bill

Ringside seats may go for a 
premium at next Monday’s coun- 
ty commission meeting. 

Three commissioners have 
combined their political strengths 
in an effort to bridle a repeat at- 
tempt by Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden to introduce a Dill 
allowing him to charge a $3 fee 
for indexing and recording ser- 
vices. 

Last week Snowden, who is 
also commission chairman, 
issued a county purchase order to 
advertise the proposed local bill 
for four weeks in the Shelby 
County Reporter. 

Monday morning, commis- 
sioners Leon Archer and John 
Ames hand-delivered to the 
Reporter a petition they and 
Harold Davenport had signed. 
The petition calls for cancellation 
of the ad because Snowden had 


the purchase order ‘‘issued 
without proper authorization.”’ 

They said they were unaware 
the bill was running again until 
Archer read it in the newspaper. 

Although signed by a majority 
of the commissioners, the 
Reporter denied the request 
because the action was not ap- 
proved in an authorized commis- 
sion meeting. The ad appears for 
its second week on Page A-12. 

The Reporter was unable to 
contact Snowden at the cour- 
thouse on Monday or Tuesday 
morning. 

Ames and Archer agreed that 
they could seek cancellation of 
the order at this Monday’s com- 
mission meeting. 

One objection they had to the 
ad is that it is a ‘‘waste of tax 
money by advertising bills that 
represent special interest and not 
the county as a whole.’’ 


Braden seeks Demo 
nod for tax assessor 


James E. ‘“‘Jim’’ Braden is 
seeking the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the office of Shelby 
County Tax Assessor. 

The 52-year old native of 
Marion County is a commercial 
cattleman with a farm near 
Chelsea. 

He has been employed since 
1950 with the Alabama Highway 
Department. For the past 11 
years he has worked as district 
engineer for Shelby County, 
which has given him ample con-

tact with all during the past 11 
years. 

Braden noted that he took a 
leave of absence from his job to 
campaign for office. If he wins 
the general election, he plans to 
retire before taking office 
September 30. 

‘It’s a pretty difficult job to 
fairly evaluate property,’’ Braden 
said. ‘‘I want to see that everyone 
in Shelby County is treated fairly 
and equally according to the

Ames said that on Monday, the 
commission is supposed to adopt 
a polieyrestricting such advertis- 
ing purchase orders, to bills per- 
sonally signed by a legislator, or 
approved by a majority of the 
commission. 


Their second objection lies in 
Section 7 of the proposed bill, 
prescribing a special recording 
fee of $3. 

Section 7 reads in part: 
**...These funds shall be used at 
the discretion of the Judge of 
Probate for an improved recor- 


ding and indexing system and-or 
maintenance and _ services 
necessary for the improvement of

This discretionary use of the

Hospital 


Pointed questions, 
pointed answers 


EDITOR’S NOTE -- In the wake of a number of recent developments 
at Shelby Medical Center, pointed questions and rumors have arisen 
locally about the hospital. In an effort to help clear the air, the 
Reporter held extensive interviews on July 12 and 13 with SMC ad- 
ministrator Norman Price.

PART 1 

In January of 1984, the Shelby Medical Center Board of Directors 
asked for and received the resignation of administrator R. Roland 
Bradford. In March, the board named former SMC corporate planner 
Norman Price as administrator. 

On June 1, SMC closed its 20-bed OB unit and Jaid off or cut back 
in work hours the equivalent of 40 employees. On July 1, a new 
Medicare program -- involving PPS’s and DRG’s, for short -- went in- 
to effect at many hospitals across the country, limiting federal 
payments on many medical services. 

Coupled with changes in insurance payments for out-patient ser- 
vices, the nation’s hospitals have seen a sudden and drastic cut in pa- 
tient censuses and, therefore, revenues. 

REPORTER: In light of all this, Mr. Price, what is the patient cen 
sus now running at SMC, and in what financial shape does that leave 
the hospital? 

PRICE: The census is currently running year-to-date in the range of 
64%-65%. It’s been lower than that so far this month, simply because 
this is typical of a month with a major holiday in it. 

However, DRG’s went into place July 1 and that has had some im 
pact. The federal government has indicated that you could probably 
expect a decrease in utilization to the tune of 18%. 

You can’t reduce it to a percent occupancy to break even 
(financially). You monitor periodically, and you have to look at it 
quarterly and yearly. 

Paying the bills? We are not in the red. We are in the black. 

REPORTER: At the rate the census is running now, do you see 
another phase of layoffs? 

PRICE: Until we get a better indication of what this prospective 
payment (PPS) is going to do our census... we do not at this moment 
in time anticipate another cutback. If it looked like after analysis that 
the hospital had to cut expenses, we'd have to cut expenses. But no 
‘Phase II’’ or ‘‘Phase III’’ at this time. We think that the low census 
in this month is seasonal and will come back up. 

We're writing next year’s budget to accommodate a lower census so 
that it is more reasonable, more practical than the one prepared 
previously. I am going to recommend to the board that we have an ad 
justment evaluation of the budget as it relates to the projections, 
quarterly instead of annually. 

You can’t make a decision in terms of something as drastic as 
employee cutbacks based on one month's census, That would be very 
unscientific. Anytime you make a projection you look at three to five 
months. 

REPORTER: In light of the recent turnovers in both administration 
and staffing, how would you assess morale at SMC? 

PRICE: As far as cutbacks in personnel here, | would say it 
(morale) suffered. It always suffers in any industrial or hospital set- 
ting where there is a cutback in work force, or a cut in someone’s 
hours and pay. 

However, I think the one issue that hurt morale as much, if not 
more than the reduction in work force, was that the employee health 
insurance jumped $60 a month for coverage. The board is now look 
ing into finding a solution to reducing that cost for the employees, | 
think that once we put that $60 back in their paychecks without reduc 
ing their health coverage, morale will build back up. 

REPORTER: Has any one been hired since the layoffs -- more 
specifically, five registered nurses? 

PRICE: Yes. That’s happened because in a hospital you have skill 
ed personnel that leave because of terminations, resignations OF 
whatever, and you have to replace them because of quality care stan 
dards. As those positions roll up, we offer them to people who were 
laid off, if they’re qualified to fill those positions. 

REPORTER: What is Shelby Medical Center’s policy on nepotism? 
What do you think that policy does to morale? And what, if anything, 
will done about that policy in the future? 

PRICE: Shelby Medical Center’s (personnel) handbook has a provi- 
sion that provides for relatives to work at the hospital. The policy goes 
back almost to Genesis. I think that the policy is detrimental to morale 
in the hospital. The board of directors has assured me that they will 
take it up and hopefully rectify it in the near future. 

REPORTER: Have the layoffs affected anyone in the business of- 
fice? 

PRICE: There was a reduction in work force. Attrition has cut back 
FTE’s (full time equivalences, assessed as any grouping of 40 weekly 
work hours) in the business office. We have two positions that are un 
filled. One’s a chief financial officer, for which we’re interviewing 
candidates right now, and a staff accountant. As soon as those posi- 
tions are filled, then of course an evaluation of that department will be 
undertaken. 

Although different areas (of SMC) were affected in different ways, 
the layoffs were primarily geared to the productivity of those depart- 
ments related to the patient census. 

Also, the work load associated with implementing a new computer 
system to take care of the DRG’s actually increased business office 
work in some respects, and therefore, like all things to save money by 
the federal government, it actually increased some costs. Personnel 
cost is one of them. 

I’m sure that when the new chief financial officer arrives, he will 
evaluate how he wants the business office structured. I’m sure there 
will be some changes, there always are when there's a change in super- 
visory personnel. 

REPORTER: People have called the now closed OB unit ‘‘highly 
used.’’ How do you assess its usage? 

PRICE: It was far from being a highly used unit. In hospital terms, 
80% occupancy is considered highly used. In relation to that standard, 
the unit was not ‘‘highly used.’’ The OB utilization approached the 30 
percentile range. 

In 1982, in the unit we delivered 410 babies. In 1983, 558 babies. In 
1984, for the first three months, 137 babies. And let me say this, this 
includes Chilton, Bibb and other counties. From a statistical stand 
point, we had leveled off in the neighborhood of 500 deliveries a year. 

For this county, last year, there were 1,300 births. Of the 558 (bir ths 
at SMC in 1983), only about 300 were from Shelby County. Does that 
sound like a well used obstetrical service? That unit could have han- 
dled 1,000 births, easily.

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McCune leaves office early

Cal McCune’s last act as an 
Alabaster councilman was to pro- 
pose an ordinance changing the 
voting hours in the city. 

McCune turned in his resigna- 
tion effective at the conclusion of 
Monday’s council meeting. He 
said that it would serve no pur- 
pose to continue in office until 
the end of his term, and he would 
not feel right taking his monthly 
pay. 

McCune was defeated last 
week by Roger Wheeler in a five- 
way bid for mayor. 


Voting hours which made it 
impossible for some citizens to 
participate in the recent 
municilpal electilon prompted 
McCune to do one last thing for 
the city. 

If the ordinance establishing 
the new voting hours is approved, 
polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 


7 p.m. -- giving voters and extra 
two hours to get to the polls. 

The hours -- as are set by the 
state -- are presently 8 a.m. to 6 
p.m. 

McCune said he had arranged 
for his council successor, Nina 
Kent, to take his place now, in- 
stead of waiting until the new ad- 
ministration takes office. 
However, Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc”’ 
Rubin said the law forbids doing 
that. 

The mayor said the council will 
consider who should take Mc- 
Cune’s place at the next council 
meeting. 

In other matters: 

The issue of sewers for Lake 
Lane subdivision on the east side 
of town will be brought up again 
at the August 2 meeting. 

Ed Braun made that promise to 
the council, saying he was getting 
petitions signed by residents of 
his neighborhood requesting 


sewer service. 

Braun lives in the area of 
Peavine Trailer Park off County 
68. Park owners Eugene and 
Margaret Allen are planning to 
put in lines and a lift station for 
their park with the city taking 
over the operation and 
maintenance of the equipment 
after a year’s time. 

However, a contract between 
the Allens and the city has yet to 
be signed. 

It was Braun’s contention that 
private citizens should not have 
to foot the bill for sewer lines and 
equipment. He told the council 
that the city should put in the line 
to the trailer park and allow 
residents of the area to hook on. 

The assesment charged to 
customers would help defray the 
expense, he noted. 

When Braun called attention to 
a ditch behind his house which 
produces a bad odor, McCune 


said there might be a possibility 
of getting some sort of special 
money if the ditch is a health 
hazard. 

Braun says he believes the city 
can get grant money through 
HUD to expand the sewer 
system. 

Southwind resident Andy 
Bailey wanted a ditch cleaned out 
and lots cleaned up in his 
neighborhood where a builder 
had left trash. 

He reminded the council that 
he had brought the matter of the 
lots to their attention before. 

Rubin said that Mitchell 
Brothers Construction had been 
contacted about the matter. 

If something isn’t done, Bailey 
said he would be back again at 
the next council meeting. 

Also at the meeting, the mayor 
appointed a budget committee 
consisting of Glen Naish, L.O. 
Farris and Willie Arrington.

Columbiana puts spending list on hold

‘There won’t be any new flags purchased for Columbiana. No one 
will be hired to look after the city’s mini-parks and a pickup truck 
needed by the city won’t be bought, either. 

Road repairs on Nelson-Walker road will have to wait, too. 

The council agreed at its Thursday meeting to put the items on hold 
until the new budget is drawn up. 

One item that was approved, however, was the purchase of two air 
conditioning units for city hall, 

The main reason the units are needed is for the computer, which 
malfunctions when the temperature rises too high. 

Bids will be taken on the units, one of which is a replacement and 
the other a new unit. 

The suggestion that the city purchase flags came from Mayor Buck 
Falkner, who reminded the council that none were put up on the 
Fourth of July or on other recent national holidays. 

Although the Boy Scout troop in the city used to put the flags up, 
Falkner said they have not been doing it recently. He also mentioned 
that only a few flags could be found, hence his suggestion that new 
ones be purchased. 

If the council makes a donation to the Scouts, they are supposed to 
render some service to the city, Falkner reminded the council. 

Councilman Harold McCord said that he would check on the 
whereabouts of the flags. 

Bringing up the subject of the junk recycling business on the State 
4 by-pass, Councilman Lewis Walker said that citizens are still upset 
about it. 

The business, owned by Benny Davis, burned several weeks ago. 
But Davis has said he plans to reopen it.

It was Jones’ suggestion that the mayor look deeper into the matter. 
**I think two weeks would be more realistic,’’ she said. 

In other business, the city agreed to annex Jerry Davidson into the 
city pending the receipt of a legal description of the property. 

Davidson, who found that his name was not on the voting list when 
he went to the polls, said he thought his property had been annexed 
along with Elbert Gibson’s. 

Davidson lives on County 30 over Dixie Mountain and he told the 
council he has been paying city taxes for three years.

When the August (16-19) sun beams down on the bentgrass 
greens in the midst of the Dunnavant Valley woodlands, and 
when the cool water of Shoal Creek runs its way around 
thousands of spectators, this classic course will play host to the 
greatest in the game. 

Among those hoping to take the 1984 PGA title will be such 
fine golfers as: 

eHal Sutton, winner of the 1983 PGA at Riviera; *Ray 
Floyd, a man with three major tournament victories to his 
credit; 

- eLarry Nelson, a repeat winner of the U.S. Open. 

These men -- the first the Reporter will preview in coming 
weeks -- are only a few among those going against the likes of 
Jack Nicklaus, David Graham, John Mahaffey, Lanny 
Watkins, Dave Stockton, Lee Trevino, Gary Player, Julius 
Boros, Don January, Al Geiberger, Dave Marr, Bobby Nichols, 
Jerry Barber, Jay Hebert and many more. 

eSutton may be remembered as the 1982 Rookie of the Year, 
who set himself a goal of winning a major title in 1983. 

The reason he might be remembered for such a goal is that he 
actaully reached it, leading the 65th PGA at Riviera from wire to 
wire, and fighting off hard charging Nicklaus. 

To win a major title by the age of 25 as Sutton did is con- 
sidered big time accomplishment. But to also be named player of 
the year and leading money winner -- that puts him in the com- 
pany of Big Jack. 

Floyd is familiar name to most golf fans, and he should be. 
This golf great has won three majors in his outstanding career. 

He won two of those titles -- the 1976 Masters and the 1982

At age 41, Floyd has 18 tour victories to his credit and $2.4 
million in prize money. The North Carolinian who began play- 
ing golf at age 13 stands fourth in career money winnings. 

Pro at age 19, Floyd is now in his 22nd season. 

eOf all 45 PGA champions, it is Nelson who clings tightly to a 
rare distinction... he’s considered the best of those who started 
golf ‘‘late in life.’’ 

Nelson did not touch a golf club until he was 21 years-old but 
that didn’t slow his development one bit. 

He was so good at golf that he turned pro two years later. He 
made the tour by age 25. 

At 33, Nelson claimed his first major. A repeat victory in the 
U.S. Open was his second major. 

The quiet, undemonstrative Georgian, a Vietnam veteran, is 
now considered one of the straightest hitters on the tour. 

All three will get their chances.

Athletic drinks may not help athletes 


Judgifg from its name, a cer- 
tain spofts drink aids ’gators, but 
that may be all. 

A preventive medicine physi- 
cian at UAB is urging exercisers 
to drink cold water instead of 
electrolyte and carbohydrate 
loaded drinks. 

C. Jack Hataway, M.D., says 
evidence has been developed by 
sports medicine scientists which 
indicate that only high-level 
athletes in marathon-type events 
receive Only minimal benefits 
from such commercial prepara- 
tions. 

He added that even high-level 


‘athletes should dilute the drink 


until they can barely taste it. 
‘*The rest of us don’t need to 


worry about supplements like this 
at all,’’ Hataway says. ‘‘Even 
though the body loses some elec- 
trolytes such as potassium, 
sodium and chloride through 
perspiration, the amount lost 
does not impair performance in 
anything less than a marathon- 
type activity.” 

As for carbohydrate  sup- 
plementation, even the untrained 
jogger has enough stored to par- 
ticipate in a 60-90 minute agivi- 
ty, he says. 

“The primary need is to drink 
plenty of water to keep from get- 
ting dehydrated,’’ Hataway 
reports. He explains that 
dehydration can disrupt the 
body’s temperature mechanisms 


and lead to possible heat stroke. 

Hataway is an assistant pro- 
fessor in the division of general 
and preventive medicine at the 
UAB School of Medicine. He 
also directs the preventive 
medicine clinic, 

He says studies published by 
the American College of Sports 
Medicine indicate that commer- 
cial athletic drinks not only give 
little if any benefit, they might 
actually hinder athletic perfor- 
mance. 

Some ogee drinks include 
sugars in the form of glucose or 
sucrose for carbohydrate sup- 
plementation. According to 
Hataway, the structure and 
amount of these sugars delay 


gastric emptying and slow both 
rehydration and carbohydrate 
absorption. 


Plain cold water has been 
shown to empty 39 percent faster 
than some of these commercial 
drinks, he says. 

He also notes that the pooling 
of the solution in the stomach 
area gives the jogger or athlete an 
uncomfortable fullness that 
could affect performance. 


The College of Sports 
Medicine suggests a 2.5 percent 
concentration; Dr. Hataway’s 
rule-of-thumb is to mix the store- 
brought drink about one to eight 
with plain cold water.

A new school will open this year in Shelby County. 

Father Michael J. White, pastor of Our Lady of the Valley Catholic 
Church on Cahaba Valley Road in North Shelby County, says that 
construction of the church’s new elementary school has been com- 
pleted well ahead of schedule and will be ready for the opening of the 
fall term on August 27th. 


The school represents a total parish investment of $700,000. The 
15,000 square foot facility will serve an enrollment of 30 kindergarten 
students, and 240 students in grades one through eight. 

It is the first new parochial school constructed since formation of 
the Birmingham diocese in 1969. 

Our Lady of the Valley parish was formed in 1974, and first held 
services in a mobile home on Caldwell Mill Road, which was made 
available by the United Methodist Church.

over bill

Three members of the Shelby 
County Commission Monday 
morning appeared to have won 
the second round in the bout with 
Tommy Snowden over advertis- 
ing a local bill in the county 
newspaper. The probate judge, 
however, retaliated with a hook 
of his own early Tuesday morn- 
ing to keep the legal notice from 
going down for the count. 

The first round in the flap over 
the advertisement for a new 
recording and indexing system in 
the probate judge’s office began 
last week when commissioners 
John Ames and Leon Archer 
presented a petition to the 
Reporter calling for the im- 
mediate cancellation of the legal 
ad which had already run one of 
four required times in the 
newspaper. 

The petition, signed by Ames, 
Archer and Harold Davenport, 
claimed that Snowden issued a 
county purchase order to run the 
ad without authorization. They 
also objected to part of Section 7 
concerning a special $3 indexing 
fee which would be used at the 
discretion of the probate judge. 

The Reporter denied the re- 
quest because it had not been 
passed during an authorized 
meeting. 


At Monday’s regular commis- 
sion meeting, Snowden claimed 
to have acted on instructions to 
“proceed with the advertise- 
ment,’’ according to a July 6 let- 
ter from Rep. John Tanner. 


Ames, however, said he 
liscussed the bill with Tanner by 
celephone Friday before Tanner 
left for Boston, Mass. He said 
that Tanner had changed his 
mind and ‘‘supports any motion 
by the commission to cancel the 
purchase order and remove the 
bill from the advertising cycle.”’ 


Ames, Archer and Davenport 
voted to cancel the ad and the 
purchase order authorizing its 
payment. The Reporter laid out 
this week’s paper without the ad. 


The same three commissioners 
also approved a new policy which 
reads: ‘‘Any member of the 
Shelby County legislative delega- 
tion... or a majority of the com- 
mission may authorize a county 
purchase order by personal 
notification of the Clerk of the 
Commission.”’ 


The story might have ended 
here -- at least for the time being 
-- but Snowden, insisted that the 
bill continue running in the paper 
because Tanner authorized it. 


Tanner, obviously tiring of the 
situation, telephoned the 
Reporter Tuesday morning from 
Boston verifying his authoriza- 
tion, and saying that he felt com- 
mitted to his initial obligation. 


The ad was ‘‘squeezed’’ onto 
Page A-4 at the last minute.

Funds save budget

It appears that the Shelby County Commission 
will not have to make last minute cuts in this 
year’s budget. A surplus of $50,000-$100,000 is 
predicted for the budget. 

According to County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden and County Commissioners 
Leon Archer and Harold Davenport, increased 
sales and beer tax collections have combined with 
ad valorem taxes and a property reappraisal re- 
fund to save the day. 

Also credited for the turnaround -- in what was 
expected by the county commission to be a finan- 
cially poor fiscal year -- was conservative spending 
by county department heads and generally sound 
management. 


Figures collected by commission clerk Myra 
Davis showed last week that instead of an an- 
ticipated shortfall, the county should end the year 
with a $50,000 to $100,000 surplus. 

This spring, the commissioners believed that the 
county would have to borrow money to finish the 
year. Though that never happened, mid-year 
budget cuts were being planned. 

The alarm was triggered after a lawsuit 
prevented Shelby Medical Center from giving the 
county $250,000 from hospital taxes, and a report 
to commissioners that ad valorem taxes would not 
reach projected totals. 

The $250,000 from SMC had been included in 
)he county budget to help cover health department

Norton said the tax collector used letters of 
error as a basis for marking through preprinted 
amounts On tax'receipts and for penciling in ad- 
justments.

Members of the UM Founda- 
tion Board of Directors and the 
Alumni Board have adopted a 
1984-85 Annual Fund Drive goal 
of $880,000. A total of $400,000 
was targeted for cash giving. The 
$880,000 commemorates the 88th 
anniversary of the University’s 
founding in 1896. 

Funds from the Annual Fund 
Drive are used to support such 
things as scholarship programs, 
academic programs, athletic and 
alumni activities, said Keller. 
Proceeds from the Annual Fund 
are needed because only about 
half of UM’s annual operating 
budget is provided by the state’s 
Special Education Trust Fund, 
she said. 

The 1983-84 fund drive 
chairperson was UM alumna Dr. 
Bonnie R. Strickland, associate 
to the chancellor for the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts system. The 
1984-85 fund drive, which will be 
formally kicked off during 
Founders Day activities in Oc- 
tober, will be chaired by UM 
alumnus Jay Jaxon of Eufaula. 
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The mayor had noted that they 
could not even be found. 

Former Scoutmaster Bob 
Hume said that he had purchased 
the flags himself when he was in 
charge of scouting, and had them 
stored at his home.

Commission’s struggle 
is embarrassing 


The county commission may have 
reached a new record in local governmen- 
tal fiascos, 

The ping-pong power struggle between 
commissioners Leon Archer, John Ames 
and Harold Davenport, and Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden, has escalated to 
such a ridiculous degree that we wonder if 
the good of the people will ever be served. 

The three commissioners so strongly 
disagree with parts of an index bill that 
would give Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden control over a proposed index- 
ing fee (see Section 7), that they voted to 
kill it at Monday’s commission meeting. 
(This comes after an unofficial and unsuc- 
cessful attempt to can it the week before.) 

Snowden so strongly insists on in- 
troducing the bill, that he said he would 
pay, if necessary, for the legal advertise- 
‘ment which vollied back into play Tues- 
day morning. 


Because legislator John Tanner con- 
firmed from Boston Tuesday that he has 
authorized the bill, the Reporter reluc- 
tantly agreed to run it -- at least for this 
week. To have stopped the ad from runn- 
ing this third time would have cost the 
taxpayers more than $600 if it was later 
determined that the ad had to start over 
on a new four-week cycle. 


Of course everyone will blame 
everybody else for this one (too), but it 
seems to us that in the interest of efficient, 
professional government, that the two 
parties might sit down and work out this 
matter in a civilized manner. 

Just possibly, they might reach an 
agreement that would best serve the needs 
of the people they supposedly represent. 
If not, the least they could do is stop em- 
barassing the public.

(c) the establishment of pro- 
cedures for the continued 
microphotographing, indexing and fil- 
ing of all instruments and records 
that will, after the effective installa- 
tion date, constitute a part of the im- 
proved recording system; 

(d) the initial installation of the im- 
Proved recording and index system 
shall be performed by a person or per- 
sons, firm or corporation engaged in 
records management business and 
experienced in setting up county 
records; and such initial installation 
shail be supervised and inspected by 
@ person who is experienced in handl- 
ing records pertaining to abstracts 
and title. Following its installation in 
the county, the improved recording 
and index system shall be thereafter 
maintained in the county and all real 
property instruments, general proper- 
ty instruments and personal property 
instruments and other documents 
and records herein provided to con- 
Stitute a part of said system, that may 
be thereafter filed for record in the 
probate office of the county shall be 
photographed and recorded in accor- 
dance with the aforesaid improved 
recording and index system. Each 
real property instrument and each 
personal property instrument shall be 
operative as a record from the time of 
its delivery to the Judge of Probate of 
the county, in accordance with the 
provisions of existing law, including 
particularly Section 35-4-59 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 4. Official and Permanent 
Records. On and after the effective in- 
Stallation date, the 
microphotographic copies of all in- 
struments and records provided 
herein to be microphotographed and 
computer indexed shall constitute 
the official record of such in- 
struments for the purposes of Sec- 
tions 35-4-50 and 35-4-90 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, and all other laws 
applicable to the recording of any of 
such instruments and for all other 
Purposes; and the record of real pro- 
perty instruments, personal property 
instruments, miscellaneous in- 
struments, 
and other documents and records 
that may be microphotographed pur- 
suant to the provisions of the act, 
made in books prior to the effective 
installation date shall not thereafter 
constitute official records. Following 
the effective installation date, real 
property instruments, personal pro- 
perty instruments, and other 
documents and records provided 
herein to be microphotographed and 
computer indexed shall no longer be 
recorded in books. 

Section 5. Applicability of Existing 
Laws. All provisions of the laws of 
Alabama with respect to the recor- 
ding of real property instruments, 
personal property instruments, 
general property instruments, 
miscellaneous instruments, and 
other instruments and records that 
may constitute part of an improved 
recording and index system installed 
hereunder (including bul without 
limitation to the provisions of Sec-

12-13-43 of the Code of Alabarna 1975, 
and the provisions of all statutes 
respecting the filing and recording of 
notices or statements of liens of any 
kind, notices of Lis Pendens, deciara- 
tions of claims or exemption, cer- 
tificates of judgment, or plats or 
maps showing subdivisions of real 
estate) that are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act shall con- 
tinue In effect with respect to an im- 
proved recording system installed 
hereunder, the recording of in- 
struments therein, and the duties of 
the Judge of Probate with respect 
thereto, 

Section 6, Installation of System 
and/or Services Deemed Necessary 
for the Operation of the Probate Of- 
fices To Be Pald Out of Special 
Recording Fees and Proceeds of War- 
rants. The Initial installation costs 
shall be paid entirely out of the said 
special recording fees. Nothing con- 
tained in this section, however, shall 
prohibit the county from using any 
part of its own funds for the purpose 
of paying the cost of operating and 
maintaining, after the initial installa- 
tion, any improved recording system 
installed pursuant to the provisions 
of this act. 

Section 7. Special Recording Fees. 
On the first day of the month after the 
date this act becomes applicable to 
Shelby County, a special index fee of 
$3.00 shall be paid to the county, and 
collected by its Judge of Probate, 
with respect to each real property in- 
strument and each personal property 
instrument that may be filed for 
record in the office of said Judge of 
Probate and for the recording of other 
instruments and documents in the 
probate office in the discretion of the 
Judge of Probate of the county, 
and, on and after such date, no such 
instrument shall be received for 
record in the office of said Judge of 
Probate unless the said special index 
fee of $3.00 is paid thereon. Said 
special index fee shall be in addition 
to all other fees, taxes and other 
charges required by law to be paid 
upon the filing for record of any real 
property instrument or personal pro- 
perty instrument, and for the recor- 
ding of other instruments and 
documents in the probate office in 
the discretion of the Judge of Probate 
of the county. All special index fees 
so collected shall be paid into a 
special fund of the Judge of Probate. 
These funds shall be used at the 
discretion of the Judge of Probate for 
an improved recording and indexing 
system and/or maintenance and ser- 
vices necessary for the improvement 
of the office of Judge of Probate and 
for the preservation of historical 
records, This special fund shall be 
audited at the same time and in the 
same manner as are other Judge of 
Probate records. 

Section 8. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the act 
is declared invalid of unconstitu- 
tlonal, such declaration shall not af- 
fect the pant which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws 
which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall become 
effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Gover- 
nor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

With so many of the politicos either out of 
state (or, as in the case of the governor, out of 
the country), it was tomb-like on Goat Hill 
these past few days. But life goes on, political 
life, that is, to wit... 

From somewhere in the European Theatre of 
Operations (it was on a Thursday so it must 
have been Italy), Gov. George Wallace sent 
word back home that he strongly supports 
legislation to increase the legal drinking age 
back to 21.

While TV network commentator Tom Brokaw 
could only wonder out loud ’’who is Martha 
Kirkland?’’, a lot of Alabamians knew she was 
probate judge of Escambia County and the 
mother of former State Sen.

While Wallace was given the needle for not 
showing up at the Democratic Convention, the 
same needle might be applied to Sen. Howell 
Heflin. He’s in the middle of a campaign for 
reelection, and he could not see any reason why 
his candidacy would be helped by associating 
with those who gathered in Frisco. He didn’t 
make any claim about scheduling difficulties, 
he simply didn’t go... 

Plans to add an upper deck above the east 
stand at Jordan-Hare Stadium at Auburn, and 
increase the seating capacity to 85,000-plus, 
have been put on the back burner, says Jim 
Martin, Auburn’s president.

think that I’m avoiding your question -- it’s just 
that the people who were responsible for those 
recommendations, are no longer here. 

Basically, we purchased the building in 
Montevallo because we knew we were facing the 
retirement of a physician there -- Dr. Leslie Hub- 
bard. We knew it would be nearly impossible to 
attract a replacement if we did not have a clinic or 
building. We knew (we needed it) in order to meet 
the medical needs and insure the people of 
Montevallo that, one, they would have physician 
coverage there; and that two, the students at the 
University of Montevallo would have physician 
backup at the student infirmary. It was not done 
for profit, or to be landlords. 

The building on 280 was built because in 1955, 
when there was a lot of public discussion on where 
the hospital would be built, Alabaster won out; 
there was a gentleman’s agreement that in the 
future -- of course the good people at that time did 
not realize there would be regulatory forces in 
Montgomery -- to provide for medical service for 
the people in the northeastern part of the county. 

I know that two medical practices have since 
moved there (Vincent, Harpersville), but this 
building we built was not for proprietary 
measures. It was to meet an obligation that was 
entered into in 1955. 

I have gone on record, on June 12, before Judge 
Kennedy in Montgomery who’s hearing these 
hospital cases, and told him there was not a need 
for an additional hospital in Shelby County. 
However, if one was to be built, we felt that it 
should be built and controlled by the taxpayers of 
Shelby County. 


REPORTER: What justification would you of- 
fer for the $1 million CAT scanner and the new 
Catherization Lab being built? 


PRICE: The CAT scanner was justified because 
patients at SMC were being sent to Brookwood if 
they needed that service. The charge for the am- 
bulance alone exceeds the charge we have for the 
CAT scanner at that time. So, if nothing else, it 
saved the patient money. They can stay here at this 
hospital and receive the service that they were be- 
ing transferred to Brookwood to receive. 

The CAT scanner was also purchased here 
becausqit’s a tremendous diagnostic tool. Its state 
of the art medicine, and without it a lot more ex- 
ploratory surgery would have to be done. It ac- 
tually saves patients money there; saves recovery 
time; they’re on the job faster. Now a diagnosis 
can be made in a matter of minutes that 10 years 
ago would have been made on the operating room 
table. 

The Cath Lab -- the decision was made because 
like I’ve said time and time again, heart disease is 
the number one killer in the county. But it’s more

services and mosquito control.

than that. There’s two elements you have to think 
about: mortality and morbidity. If it (heart 
disease) is the number one killer, just think if you 
will for a moment how many people suffer from 
illness that’s cardiac related. That piece of equip- 
ment will help us diagnose cardiac problems 
before patients become mortality statistics. 

If you were in this hospital today with a heart 
attack and needed catherization, all we could do is 
stabilize you and call for a helicopter to come and 
get you to take you to Carraway or Brookwood. 
Once we get that piece of equipment, we’ll be able 
to save your heart muscle -- God forbid -- if you 
should have a heart attack. 

‘It’s also going to help us diagnose and treat 
things like cerebral vascular disease, accidents 
where there are internal injuries, cancer -- these 
are not only the number one killers, but numbers 
two, three and four. 

Some people didn’t understand why the board 
selected equipment that was built in Germany. 
The reason is that because of the expert opinion of 
Mayo trained cardiologists, that is the state of the 
art equipment. And I would ask you, if your or 
your family was in a medical procedure, would 
you want bargain basement equipment used on 
you? 


REPORTER: What was the justification of 
buying the ambulances? 


PRICE: This was the result of and an outcry of 
the community, saying we want something for our 
tax dollars, and we feel like emergency medical 
services are a part of it, and they look to the 
hospital to help them receive it. The board deter- 
mined that it could help, and as a result of that, 
there is now coverage for people who live around 
Columbiana and the Lay Lake area, and coverage 
for North Shelby County where there was none 
previously. We know that 90% of the people who 
die in an accident, die at the scene of the accident 
within an hour of the accident. Therefore, if you 
do not have a vehicle near them, the odds of them 
surviving diminish as the clock ticks. 


REPORTER: Is it true that a greenhouse was 
built and used to grow strawberries for certain 
employees? 


PRICE: Absolutley not. To my knowledge not 
one strawberry was ever grown there. Our hor- 
ticultural folks use it to nurse plants here on the 
campus back to health. 

REPORTER: Is there, or was there a clerical 
employee hired at $30,000? 

PRICE: That’s ridiculous. No. Unequivocally 
no. All sorts of rumors get started in bad times 
and that I can tell you is not true.

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year’s end. 

Archer said a $107,000 reappraisal refund also 
helped matters. 

Archer credited the county highway department 
for spending only 74 percent of its budget to date 
and the sheriff’s department for spending only 73 
percent. 

Commissioner Harold Davenport was less op- 
timistic about the prediction. 

“If there is going to be a surplus, that will be 
great,’’ he said in a conservative tone. 

But, Davenport said, it was the economy that 
saved the county’s year, and things could have just 
as easily ‘‘gone the other way.’’ 

He said his worries all along had not been based 
on departmental spending, but on revenues com- 
ing in. 

While Davenport acknowledged that an 
economical change for the worse is not likely, he 
noted that current predictions of surplus are based 
only on county income averages through July. The 
fiscal year runs through September 30.

‘*! found the game difficult, but after the PGA victory I 
realized I may have been selling myself short,’’ he said. ‘‘I’ve 
gained more composure and I am more relaxed.”’ 

That statement held true in 1981 when Graham played 
flawlessly to make the U.S. Open his second major win. 

Graham took to golf at the tender age of 14 and he even learn- 
ed to repair golf clubs. Today, he is actually a highly respected 


The early 1960’s saw Graham playing on the Far East Tour 
and it wasn’t until 1970 that he came to the United States. 

Graham chalked his initial U.S. tour victory in 1972 by 
defeating Bruce Devlin in a playoff for the Cleveland Open. He 
now has eight tour victories under his belt. 

When John Mahaffey is healthy, he is one of the tour’s top 
performers. His career, however, has been plagued by physical 
problems which started in 1976, and which sidelined him for 
most of 1977 and three months of 1979. 

Mahaffey’s most glorious moment came in August of 1978 
when he made a curly birdie putt in sudden death to beat Tom 
Watson and Jerry Pate for the PGA championship at Oakmont. 

The Texan capped five amateur titles by winning the 1970 
NCAA crown as a senior at the University of Houston. He turn- 
ed pro the following year and registered his first win at the 1973 


Mahaffey has seven wins to his credit now. His latest victory 
was at the 1984 Bob Hope Desert Classic. 

If one could graph Lanny Wadkins’ pro career, it might look 
like a picture of the Rocky Mountains. The Virginian has had his 


A standout performer at Wake Forest, Wadkins proved he 
was ready for the tour in 1970 by beating Tom Kite for the U.S. 
Amateur title. His first year on the professional tour was 
highlighted by a win in the Sahara Invitational.

After a rib injury in late 1977, Wadkins was hampered until 
he took the 1979 Glen Campbell-Los Angeles Open and the 
Tournament Players Championship at Sawgrass. 

He now claims 12 tour victories.

Dr. Warth: healthy thinking

Dr. C.R. Warth is ‘68 years young,”’ as he likes to say. 

He has lived on New Hope Mountain in North Shelby County 
for the past 15 years, and is a well established chiropractor in the 
western part of Birmingham, with 38 years of experience. 

His grey beard gives him a distinguished look, and his 
soothing voice sounds as mellow as music. 

But... there is more to Warth than meets the eye and ear. The 
man is something of a philosopher. 

Warth is a firm believer in the benefits of positive thinking, or 
“‘concept therapy,’’ as he calls it. 

He not only tries to use positive thinking in combination with 
physical treatment to improve his patients’ health, but, for the

few that want to learn, he tries to help them put positive thought 
to other uses for themselves. 

“‘Ninety-eight percent of them say, ‘Doc, stop the pain’ and 
don’t care about the rest,’ Warth says with a smile for skeptics. 

But healing mind, body and soul is Warth’s goal for all his pa- 
tients. If they don’t want to be positive thinkers for themselves, 
he tries to think positively for them. 

Warth quotes heavily from Socrates who challenged young 
minds to think, and from Hippocrates, the father of medicine 
who said, ‘‘Heal the whole man.”’ 

He notes that a doctor and patient must be ‘‘in harmony”’ 
before healing can be aided with positive thinking. ‘‘One must 
know how to deal with people on a subjective level.’’ 

Warth has become so well known for his understanding of 
concept therapy that he lectures on the subject to physicians, 
dentists and chiropractors across the South. He recently return- 
ed from one such lecture series in Dallas, Texas. 

“Since I was 9-years-old I was always interested in healing,”’ 
Warth says. ‘I was aware that I had the ability to help people’s 
headaches and I used to gather injured birds and animals.” 

Warth’s desire to know more pushed him to study all types of 
philosophy and religion. ‘‘I never played baseball or football, 
but spent all of my time in the library,’’ he says. 

After a stint in the Navy as a chief pharmacist’s mate, Warth 
went to Birmingham-Southern College for a career in missionary 
medicine. 

A physical problem one day sent the future Dr. Warth to a 
chiropractor, and the experience enthralled him with that pro- 
fession. 

Warth followed his new interest to the Texas Chiropratic Col- 
lege where he encountered the controversial figure who changed 
his life -- Dr. Thurman Fleet. 

Fleet, one of the highest decorated men in the Army, was 
teaching the theory of concept therapy. The encounter set Warth 
on a course of study which connected ideas and laws of nature. 

Warth now uses concept therapy by talking to his patients, 
finding out if they are having problems at home or at work in 
addition to physical pain. 

In addition to physical treatment, Warth tries to help patients 
learn to deal with, and understand their problems. This, he 
believes, helps restore a person to a healthy body and spirit.

Forts get plaque 


The year was 1863 and the South was fighting the great 
Civil War. 

At that time, the Alabama-Tennessee Railroad was impor- 
tant to Southern troops as a means of transporting supplies, 
weapons and ammunition. 

The threat of Union troops destroying that rail system was 
very real, especially where the trains had to cross the Coosa 
River and Yellowleaf Creek, near the town of Wilsonville. 

To protect the necessary train trestles, three dirt embank- 
ment forts were built on a site that now serves Alabama 
Power Company’s E.C, Gaston steam plant. 

The forts were constructed under the command of Major 
W.T. Walthall of the Talladega Military Post, but their pro- 
tection was left to young boys and old men -- all that was left 
in the last days of the war. 

In March of 1865, Union troops under the command of 
General James H. Wilson, confronted the forts. The old men

‘*Sounds like more fun than a broken television,”’ I said. ‘‘But how 
do I know when to plant them?”’ 

Pete and Wanza made funny faces at me. 

‘‘What?’’ Pete said. ‘‘I thought everyone knew that you always 
plant here two weeks later than you plant in Mississippi!’’

Today, thanks to the Shelby County Historical Society, the 
Alabama Historical Association, and Alabama Power Com- 
pany, the existence of those forts will never be forgotten. 

Last Friday, Ed and Barbara Roberts of the Shelby County 
Historical Society met with Alabama Power plant manager 
Jim Smith to show off a marker designating the location of 
the forts. The forts are on the site of the present-day Gaston 


steam plant. 


The cast iron sign is at the plant entrance road on State 25, 
‘I’m very much in favor of it being here,’’ Smith said. 
‘*The forts are historically significant and Alabama Power is 
certainly happy to participate. 
The fenced mounds -- which are all that remain of the forts 
-- will be open to the public only through pre-arranged tours 


of the steam plant. 


The Confederate marker is the third Alabama Historical 
Association sign secured by the historical society in Shelby 
County, and more are planned, Barbara Roberts said. 

Markers are also at the site of the first county courthouse at 
Shelbyville (Pelham), and the old 1854 courthouse in Colum- 


biana. 


The committee which secured the marker for the three Con- 
federate forts included Miriam Fowler, Tom Caldwell and 


Roberts.

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Edwards retires from law enforcement

Lt. James Edwards says he’s 
probably driven a million miles 
during the 21 years and four 
months he’s worked for the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s depart- 
ment. 

Now that he's retired, Edwards 
may go another million miles. 
However, this time it will be in 
the air. 

Initially, he and his wife, 
Georgia, had planned to buy a 
bus and travel extensively once 
Edwards retired, but their plans 
fell through. 


Sewer in 
Alabaster 
contracted 


A contract has been signed 
which allows Eugene and 
Margaret Allen to proceed with 
the construction of a sewer 
system for Peavine Trailer Park. 

After putting in the lift sta- 
tions, pumps and sewer lines, the 
Allens had wanted the city of 
Alabaster to take over the opera- 
tion of the system. 

But the city hasn’t made that 
committment. 

Although the engineer for the 
Allens had estimated the cost of 
Operating and maintaining the 
system to be a little over $1,000, 
the city decided to first monitor 
the expense over a year's time, 

Even then, says Mayor H.A. 
“Doc’’ Rubin, ‘‘the city isn’t 
guaranteeing to take over the 
system.”’ 

Presently, 36 mobile homes are 
located in the park, off County 
68. Another 36 units are expected 
to be moved in after the system is 
completed. 

It was the contention of Cal 
McCune -- who lost his bid for 
the mayor’s job and last week 
resigned his council post -- that 
private citizens should not have 
to pay for their own system. 

McCune also wanted the city to 
agree to take over the operation 
of the sytem within a year’s time, 
but his proposal was rejected. 

The contract between the city 
and the Allens provides a legal 
description of the property where 
the sewer lines will be installed, 
and gives the city inspection 
rights. 

Allen says he expects work on 
the project to begin next week. 


It was then that they decided to 
buy a plane.

While he’s had a lot to learn, 
Edwards isn’t completely new to 
flying. Part of the years he spent 
in the service was as a flight 
engineer in the Air Force.

If you crave outdoor fun, Shelby 
County is the place to indulge that 
craving. And even if you prefer to 
do your recreating indoors, there’s 
the YMCA and recreation buildings 
in some communities. 


One of the biggest attractions for 
the outdoor enthusiast is Oak 
Mountain State Park. Located in 
the northern part of the county, the 
park offers swimming, canoeing, 
fishing, camping, hiking and golf- 
ing. 

Lay Lake is another favorite spot 
for folks who like to fish or water 
ski. Numerous fishing camps are 
located along the 215-mile shoreline 
of the lake which is east of Colum- 
biana.

The public courses are at Oak 
Mountain and the University of 
Montevallo, and private courses are 
at Inverness, Riverchase, Shoa 
Creek and Buxahatchee. 

Youngsters can keep busy with 
sports activities almost all year 
round with the Dixie Youth and 
girl’s softball league and the 
welterweight and pee-wee football 
programs.

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Realtors match county to couples

The first contact newcomers often make when they 
move to a new area is a real estate agent. With 
lakefront, rural and neighborhood homes available, 
Shelby County agents are able to satisfy a variety of 
newcomers. 

Plenty of agents are available to help newcomers find 
what they want. According to First Real Estate presi- 
dent Fred Ulbricht, there are 200 agents in Shelby 
County. 

They apparently see a lot of newcomers, too. 
Ulbricht says 4,000 homes were sold in Shelby Coun- 
ty last year. 

Marcia Walls, an agent with Roberts Real Estate in 
Montevallo, knows how it feels to be a newcomer in 
an unfamiliar area. When she and her husband mov- 
ed to Alabama from Kentucky three years ago, they 
first lived in an apartment in Birmingham. At first, 
unaware of surrounding areas, they began to miss the 
rolling hills and fields of their home state.

Walls now uses her experience to help newcomers 
find a home. She says she likes to find an area people 
like, then concentrate on finding a home. 

‘‘There are certain basic things newcomers will 
want to know. A family with children will be very 
concerned about the schools,”’ she said. Also on the 
list of questions newcomers ask are recreational 
facilities and the friendliness of the people in the 
area. 

Walls says that Montevallo scores well with people 
from out of state because it is a college town and the 
residents are used to meeting different people. 

Even though Walls’ husband commutes to Birm- 
ingham to work, he feels the ride is worth it. Some 
newcomers desire to live in even more rural areas, on 
a farm or lake. 

Jim and Penny Kovakas sell real estate from their 
office in Wilsonville. Land around the small town is 
mostly farms and parcels of land with homes. The 
Kovakas’ have lived on a farm for five years. 

““You couldn’t get me to move back to the city,”’ 
says Penny. She and Jim grew up in Gary, Indiana, 
and lived in Atlanta before moving to Alabama. She 
says lots of her customers are people from the city. 

‘Rural property running from three to five acres 
seems to be a real priority,”’ she says. ‘Young people 
will often buy land and build later on it, and retirees 
looking for a quiet place to relax are drawn to the 
area.”’ 

Kovakas says that when she meets newcomers, she 
often has to determine if they really want to live in 
the county. Although Birmingham is only about 30 
minutes away, there are certain drawbacks in terms 
of large scale shopping and entertainment. 

What’s important to most newcomers, Kovakas 
says, is again schools. She said churches are also im- 
portant in country living, because they ‘‘become a se- 
cond family.”’ 

The fastest growing and most populous area of 
Shelby County is the northern section, where many 
people work in Birmingham. Homes in this area are 
mostly in suburban settings. 

Brochures containing information on cities, taxes, 
schools and churches are helpful to people from out 
of town, according to Rona Miller, branch manager 

of Chambers, King and Mead in Pelham. 

‘*We have a newcomers package to help the family 
become familiar with the area,’’ Miller said. 
Newcomers ask what age neighborhoods are, who 
lives next door, and, of course, about the school 
systems, she says. 


Personal attention is important to make 
newcomers feel at home, according to Dixie 
Snowden, of Dixie Realty. She sells homes and land 
in the Alabaster/North Shelby County area. 

‘*I feel a moral obligation to place people in a nice 
place,’’ she said. She says she feels it is especially im- 
portant for young couples to locate in a good 
neighborhood so they can build up equity in a 
reasonable amount of time. 

% think the county has a good record for building 
equity.’” 

Snowden said she sometimes takes newcomers to 
area schools to meet officials and ask questions

about the school system, because families are so con- 
scious about education. 

Retirees are more concerned with shopping conve- 
nience and closeness of medical services, according to 
Snowden. She said some want a small home in a quiet 
neighborhood, while others prefer places like In- 
verness, where recreational facilities are available. 

Most agents seem to agree that being friendly and 
helping newcomers feel welcome are a big part of 
selling them on settling in the county. That 
sometimes requires service beyond the call of duty.

Over 60 doesn’t mean over the hill 
- especially not in Shelby County! 

For people who doen’t go to jobs 
anymore but like to be useful, 
there’s the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program -- RSVP for short. 

Age is no barrier in volunteer 
work as Nora McClure and Jake 
Johnson can tell you. McClure is 
from Wilsonville, and she’s 94. 
Johnson is an 89-year-old resident 
of Calera. 

Some of the places the volunteers 
work are the county courthouse, 
Shelby Medical Center and nutrition 
centers in Alabaster, Calera, Col- 
umbiana, Vandiver and Vincent. 


Besides the average of 250 meals 
that are served daily at the nutrition 
centers, the Program on Aging 
keeps life interesting with arts and 
crafts activities, games, singing and 
speakers. Counseling on health and 
legal matters, classes in art, cake 
decorating and exercising, and 
sightseeing trips and picnics are held 
from time to time. 

For those who don’t have a way 
to get to a center, the program has 
four mini buses with which to shut- 


tle participants, as well as take in- 
dividuals to the doctors and to pay 
bills. 

The over-60-crowd can also get 
discounts on merchandise, a service 
made possible through the discount 
program which provides a 10-50% 
savings at 62 participating area 
stores. 

In addition to the daily programs, 
the various nutrition centers also 
hold weekly covered dish clubs. The 
clubs are located in Montevallo, Pea 
Ridge, Wilsonville, Dunnavant, 
Calera, Chelsea and Columbiana. 

And if a person is homebound, 
the program looks out for them too. 
Two hundred meals are being 
delivered weekly to homes in the 
county, 

Besides furnishing a nutritious 
meal, volunteers may also spend a 
few minutes providing something 
the homebound are often hungry 
for -- some friendly conversation. 

At the present time there are 924 
senior citizens who keep busy in one 
of the programs.

available to anyone who wants to 
use it. 

‘‘There are no. scheduled 
routes,’’ says program director 
Lou Vick. ‘‘We take people 
where they want to go.’’ 


Although Vick suggests that 
arrangements for transportation 
be made 24 hours in advance, he 
said you can be picked up at your 
house and delivered to your 
destination with as little as one 
hour’s notice. 

‘*We wish everyone would ride 
with us,’”’ says Vick, ‘‘from doc- 
tors and lawyers to housewives. 
You can’t start a car for a 
dollar.’’ 

Vick says that in big cities a 
person doesn’t need a car to get 
around. But because public 
transportation wasn’t always 
available in rural areas, the 
Chilton-Shelby County Rural 
Transportation Program was 
started. 

‘We are even working with 
doctors and dentists and other 
area services where an appoint- 
ment is necessary,’’ he says. ‘‘We 
can get you in and out on time.”

Over 60 doesn’t mean over the hill 
- especially not in Shelby County! 

For people who doen’t go to jobs 
anymore but like to be useful, 
there’s the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program -- RSVP for short. 

Age is no barrier in volunteer 
work as Nora McClure and Jake 
Johnson can tell you. McClure is 
from Wilsonville, and she’s 94. 
Johnson is an 89-year-old resident 
of Calera. 

Some of the places the volunteers 
work are the county courthouse, 
Shelby Medical Center and nutrition 
centers in Alabaster, Calera, Col- 
umbiana, Vandiver and Vincent. 


Besides the average of 250 meals 
that are served daily at the nutrition 
centers, the Program on Aging 
keeps life interesting with arts and 
crafts activities, games, singing and 
speakers. Counseling on health and 
legal matters, classes in art, cake 
decorating and exercising, and 
sightseeing trips and picnics are held 
from time to time. 

For those who don’t have a way 
to get to a center, the program has 
four mini buses with which to shut- 


tle participants, as well as take in- 
dividuals to the doctors and to pay 
bills. 

The over-60-crowd can also get 
discounts on merchandise, a service 
made possible through the discount 
program which provides a 10-50% 
savings at 62 participating area 
stores. 

In addition to the daily programs, 
the various nutrition centers also 
hold weekly covered dish clubs. The 
clubs are located in Montevallo, Pea 
Ridge, Wilsonville, Dunnavant, 
Calera, Chelsea and Columbiana. 

And if a person is homebound, 
the program looks out for them too. 
Two hundred meals are being 
delivered weekly to homes in the 
county. 

Besides furnishing a nutritious 
meal, volunteers may also spend a 
few minutes providing something 
the homebound are often hungry 
for -- some friendly conversation. 

At the present time there are 924 
senior citizens who keep busy in one 
of the programs.

A large number of Montevallo’s 2,500 students 
come from the Shelby County area to pursue careers 
in teaching, theatre, mass communications, social 
work and many other fields. UM, which is in the pro- 
cess of implementing a new basic core curriculum for 
all students, also offers preparatory programs for 
students planning to enter law, medicine and other 
professional fields. 

The graduate program at Montevallo also appeals 
to a broad range of people. Teachers will find it 
especially attractive for pursuing advanced degrees 
and certificates and general progessional develop- 
ment. 

For those who don’t have time for the demands of 
the regular curriculum, UM’s Continuing Education 
program offers a number of interesting courses each 
year for both credit and noncredit. The Continuing 
Education program is housed in Ramsay Conference 
Center and Lodge which is available to the communi- 
ty as a site for meetings and conferences and also for 
overnight accommodations. 


While the academic programs at Montevallo are 
most important, there are plenty of leisure activities 
that are available to the public and will be of interest 
to newcomers of all ages. 

UM features five varsity sports -- basketball and 
volleyball for women and baseball, basketball and 
golf for men. Falcon teams compete in the Southern 
States Conference and in the National Association of' 
Intercollegiate Athletics (NAIA). 

The men’s basketball team has a string of con- 
secutive winning seasons, and teams from each of the 
other sports have participated in NAIA national 
championship tournaments in recent years. 

Montevallo has also produced All-American 
athletes in baseball, men’s basketball, golf and 
volleyball during the past three years. 

The University of Montevallo has also been host 
for the Dizzy Dean World Series for three years in a 
row, offering local baseball fans first class youth 
baseball during the summer months. 

For those who prefer more sedate but equally 
stimulating activities, UM’s fine arts program is se- 
cond to none. 

In recent years the University Theatre and the 
University Lyric Theatre have brought local arts 
patrons such outstanding works as “The Music 
Man,”’ ‘‘Camelot.’’ Deathtrap,” ‘‘Moon for the 
Misbegotten,”’ ‘‘Dames at Sea’’ and ‘‘Oklahoma.”’ 


Through the Concert and Lecture Committee and 
the Student Government Association, area residents 
have had an opportunity to witness a wide array of 
concerts and performances by such artists as The 
Alabama Shakespeare Festival, the North Carolina 
Dance Theatre, Paul Davis, Nicolette Larson and the 
Atlanta Rhythm Section. 

Each academic year, the community can enjoy 
stimulating intellectual discussions with a variety of 
guest speakers from around the nation -- from noted 
educators and political leaders to scientists, authors 
and others. 

In addition, dozens of UM faculty and staff 
members are active in the local school booster clubs, 


selected as the site of a state technical institution for 
women. It was chosen because of its location at the 
state’s geographic center, and because of the substan- 
tial support offered by local citizens. 

UM has undergone a number of name changes 
over the years with Alabama College being the one 
most often recognized. It became coeducational in 
1956 when it took its first male students. In 1969 it 
became the University of Montevallo. 

The almost 90-year tradition of academic quality 


enables students, faculty, staff and alumni to take 
justifiable pride in what is becoming known as the 
state university ‘‘where the little things make the big 


difference.’’ 


Among those “‘little things’’ that make the dif- 
ference in the quality of education at Montevallo are:

Newcomers find new lifestyle in Shelby County

Moving from Fairfield to Shelby 
County’s Meadow Brook isn’t ex- 
actly like moving from New York 
City to a one light country town in 
Alabama. 


But for newcomers Michael and 
Linda Antonio, the move to their 
new home in the unincorporated 
North Shelby County subdivision 
just off U.S. 280, has changed their 
lives... 

‘*Look, look... Linda it’s a rab- 
bit! I’ve never seen one like that,”’ 
shouted Michael. He was trying to 
barbecue chicken on a grill in his 
backyard and trying to keep an ap- 
proaching rain storm from drown- 
ing supper. 

Michael just isn’t used to a place 
that doesn’t have sidewalks, red 
lights and heavy traffic as a front 
yard. Neither is his wife. 

At age 34, he is an attorney and 
supervisor of property tax for 
Southern Natural Gas in Birm- 
ingham. He is also a member of 
both the Birmingham and Alabama 
Bar Associations and a member of 
the Cahaba Valley Lions Club. 

Linda is 32, a city girl, housewife, 


and now a member of the Meadow 
Brook Women’s Club. 

*‘One night I was driving my car 
and a deer broke out of the woods at 
the entrance of Meadow Brook,”’ 
the rabbit sighting prompted 
Michael to recall. ‘‘There sure are a 
lot of wild animals around here.”’ 

“I’ve been very surprised,’’ Linda 
added. ‘‘We’ve got all kinds of crit- 
ters;3. 7° " 

Obviously all the ‘‘wildlife” 
doesn’t scare this new Shelby Coun- 
ty couple. They say they wouldn’t 
trade their new home for anything, 
anywhere. 

“*We love it here,’’ they smile. 

Already, Michael has developed 
some strong views about the future 
and Meadow Brook.

its own city,’’ Michael said with 
resolve, 

According to him, such a city 
could have its own school system. 

“We say taxes are low,”” Michael 
said in regard to absence of city 
taxes in Meadow Brook now, ‘‘but 
we pay fire dues and garbage collec- 
tion fees (about $100 per month). 

“In effect, we are paying taxes as 
if we were in a city but we are not 
getting to take the deductions.” 

4 Michael insisted, however, that 
his comments were not meant to 
detract from his new Shelby County 
home. Both he and Linda counted 
as a blessing the combination of 
quiet communities, and industrial 
and commercial expansion. 

Even though these newcomers 
had their share of new home 
catastrophies -- they now have their 
feet firmly planted. 

“One Sunday after we first mov- 
ed in, I was unpacking boxes in one 
end of the house while Mike was at 
the other ,end installing telephone 
jacks,’’ Linda recalled. She rolled 
her eyes toward the Sky and got 
more excited as she continued: 

“The next thing we know, our 
electricity goes off. We had boxes 
everywhere and even with light, the

house was like walking through a 
maze. 

‘All of a sudden I heard an ex- 
plosion. Feeling our way through 
the house, Mike and I finally found 
a flashlight and... just as I happened 
to look out the window, I saw a 
flame at the end of our yard.

A tree had fallen on the 
power lines and here I had no 
phones to call the fire department.

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freshman English, are taught by regular faculty 
members -- not graduate assistants. 

eClass enrollments are purposefully held to 
relatively small sizes to enhance learning and 
facilitate student-teacher interactions. 

eSpecial laboratories are provided to help students 
with problems to improve their skills in writing, 
mathematics and simply coping with the pressures of 
going to college. 

*Keeping a relatively stable on-campus enrollment 
over the past decade has enabled Montevallo to avoid 
the boom-and-bust problem not uncommon in higher 
education today. 

The State law governing Montevallo spells out its 
unique role: the only state university in Alabama 
that’s small by design, but dedicated to serving 
students from across Alabama with high quality 
education at reasonable costs. 

As such, UM does not strive to be a large universi- 
ty, contending that more is not necessarily better. 
What school officials strive for is doing the best they 
can to teach students to prepare for careers and life. 

While the emphasis is on high quality academics, 
Montevallo’s impact on the town and all of Shelby 
County is felt in many other ways. 

Its approximately 400 staff and faculty members 
comprise one of the area’s largest payrolls, pumping 
more than $75,000 million, directly and indirectly, 
into the local economy over the past six years. In 
spite of hard times and proration of state funding, 
UM has remained a stable element in the local 
economy.

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SMC keeps pace with Shelby County’s growth, 


offers modern medical care, skilled professionals

Keeping up with a population boom is not easy. 
Shelby County adds approximately three people to its 
census each day. It has been recognized as the fastest 
growing county in Alabama, one of the fastest grow- 
ing in the Southeast. 

As Shelby County’s only hospital, Shelby Medical 
Center has kept pace with this population boom. 


Opened in 1959 as a 35-bed hospital, SMC, 
through a three-phase growth plan, has expanded in- 
to a modern 210-bed facility. It houses the latest in 
medical equipment and technology and is staffed 
with some of the most highly skilled medical profes- 
sionals available anywhere. 

A variety of specialities are offered in some 20 dif- 
ferent medical departments. These departments are 
Staffed by 60 active physicians, 84 consulting physi- 
cians and a dental staff. Some specialities include 


urology, neurology, orthopedics, gynecology, 
ophthalmology and pediatrics. 

One department the hospital is especially proud of 
is its Emergency Room. This department contains four 
trauma rooms, two intensive care rooms and eight 
treatment rooms. A full-time physician is on duty at 
all times. 

Radio equipment in the emergency department 
provides a link with ambulances and rescue units 
throughout the county, enabling physicians at SMC 
to communicate directly with paramedics in the field. 

One of the newest additions to the Nuclear 
Medicine/ Radiology Department is the Computeriz- 
ed Axial Tomogarphy (CAT) Scanner, which allows 
physicians to view parts of the body that could not be 
seen before. X-Rays are projected through the body 
and picked up by sensors in the scanner. Information 
is then fed automatically into a computer which 
analyzes it and produces an image of the part of the 
body on a screen. 


Construction on a new clinical lab is scheduled to 
be completed by September. A new Cardiac 
Catherizaton Lab is being built which will enable 
physicians to determine if there is a need for open 
heart surgery. Presently, patients have to go 
elsewhere for such testing. 

Recently, four cardiologists were added to the 
medical staff to help combat the number one killer in 
Shelby County -- heart disease. The Cardiac 
Catherization Lab, will help in this battle, and is 
scheduled to be in operation by January. 


New residents to the county often want to know 
about services offered in areas such as education, 
government and health. Shelby Medical Center at- 
tempts to inform new citizens about health services 
offered, and encourages people to call to ask ques- 
tions or to schedule a tour of the hospital. Such in- 
formation is available by calling the SMC Public 
Relations Department: 663-8196.
